Schools help youngsters overcome the first-day jitters

When school bells ring this week, many 


children will bo going to school for the 
first time — and most of thorn will bo 
afraid. 


It's a common problem, says Betty Zc- 


Icnkn, school psychologist In Palatine- 
Rolling Meadows Dlst. IS. Many children 
arc afraid when they first como to 
school, she says. They can be afraid for 
any number of reasons and the extent of 
their fears can range from a simple case 
of the jitters to a real phobia. 


It's usually not a serious problem but 


it is one that commands tho attention of 


teachers and parents nllko during tho 
first few days or weeks of school. Some 
children will cry or get angry. Others 
will withdraw and sit In a corner hoping 
they won't bo noticed. And some will 
simply refuse to talk. 


"SCHOOL IS pretty threatening," says 


Mcrlyn Swanson, school psychologist In 
Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59. "Adults get 
scared when they start a new Job." Mrs. 
Zclcnka says school is ono of the first 
places outside the homo where work Is 
required. "Really, in a way, going to 
school Is the child's first job," she says. 


"Every child has butterflies in the 


stomach starting school," Swanson said. 
"I'd say it would be abnormal not to be 
afraid of school." 


Although most children are nervous 


when they start school, there are many 
things parents can do to mak'e that first 
day a little easier, Mrs. Zclcnka said. A 
parent should see that his child develops 
independence and responsibility. The 
child also should be able to dress and 
take care of himself and get along with 
other children and adults. 


SOME CHILDREN with older brothers 


or sisters haven't had a chance to devel- 
op responsibility, Mrs. Zclcnka said, be- 


cause it is easier for Mom to send the 
older children on errands. "Sometimes 
this youngest child just hasn't been 
called upon," she said. 


"A child can gain confidence from in- 


termingling with children his own age," 
Mrs. Zclcnka said, but parents also 
s h o u l d "encourage Interaction with 
adults, especially for businesslike rea- 
sons," such as running errands. "The as- 
signment of something resembling a 
chore or a task that would benefit the 
whole family" helps the child develop a 
"sense of accomplishment," she said. 


"The child who Is confident walking up 


and down the street talking to neighbors 
will feel confident going to school," said 
Merle Ncvenhovcn, psychologist In Dist. 
59. 


A BASIC PROBLEM is a child's depend- 


ence on his mother, Ncvenhovcn said, 
and it is just as important to develop the 
mother's confidence in the child as the 
child's confidence In himself. 


"Most mothers feel very bad about los- 


ing their babies at kindergarten time. 
They get depressed about it," Nevonho- 
ven said. Last year in Dist. 59 a mother 
insisted on walking her child to kinder- 
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Stockpiled materials 'polluting' 
Village to seek court 
order against 2 firms

Tho Village of Wheeling plans to seek 


an injunction against Rock Road Con- 
struction Co. and Meyer Material Co. be- 
cause of pollution problems resulting 
from their open stockpiling of materials. 


Tho village board Monday directed its 


attorney to seek an injunction preventing 
further operations until the firms comply 
with \lllago ordinances governing stock- 
piling. 


Angry residents from the cast Dun- 


hurst area told the board Monday that 
materials from the open stockpiles arc 
blown into their yards, coating their 
houses and swimming pools with a gritty 
oil film. 


"THE PROBLEM IS not a new one," 


Alberta Klockc. 243 E. Wayne PI., said, 
noting n I9fi9 court case against Rock 


Road for noise pollution problems. As a 
result of that case, Rock Road was fined 
$23 for exceeding noise limits In the vil- 
lage. 


Thomas Markus, Wheeling adminis- 


trative assistant, said the gritty oil film 
apparently reacts chemically with the 
paint on the houses, since it actually eats 
into the wood. He said the problem Is 
most apparent when there Is a strong 
cast wind which blows the materials into 
tho Dunhurst area. 


Trustee William Hcln questioned the 


wisdom of an Injunction, noting that It 
would hamper asphalt and concrete pro- 
duction that already has been delayed by 
the recent two-month cement truckdri- 
vcrs' strike. Lawrence Oppcnhelmcr, vil- 
lage engineer and public works director, 
noted that Rock Road is low bidder for

The enroll- 
ment for the 17 schools in the district 
stood at 8,300 at the end of last year.

OTHER BOARD members, however, 


said that the village should take legal 
action against the two firms despite the 
possible delay of the street program. 


"I'd like to get them to close It up," 


said Trustee Albert Lang. "We've been 
after them for years, and they keep say- 
ing we're going to do something and that 
something Is to keep polluting. They use 
all kinds of excuses, and it's time to ei- 
ther do something or quit. And I don't 
feel like quitting." 


Village Atty. Paul Homer said that he 


docs not know when the village will ac- 
tually file for the injunction. He said he 
is still In the process of researching the 
case, which he said can go in several 
directions. 


Hamcr sald"the village might claim 


that the pollution is a public nuisance, 
since it affects various sections of the 
village depending on which way the 
wind blows. The attorney said this would 
probably give the village the best chance 
for obtaining an injunction. 


IF THE INJUNCTION is not granted, 


Hamcr said the village can cite the firms 
for violating the village codes. Markus 
said the firms arc exceeding the allowed 
height in their stockpiling. He said they 
also arc violating the code which prohi- 
bits materials to be deposited on a lot in 
such a manner "that they may be trans- 
ferred off the lot by natural causes or 
forces." 


In 1971, the village approved a zoning 


variation that would have allowed Rock 
Road to construct eight 70-foot tall stor- 
age silos to control pollution. 


Jcrald Luporl, vice president of Rock 


Road, said the company docs have one 
silo on its property, but said he was una- 
ware of plans for the other seven. He 
said the only code violation he is aware 
of involves the seven-foot height maxi- 
mum on stockpiling, with the Rock Road 
piles at about eight feet. 


Lupori declined to comment further, 


saying he had not heard of the village's 
plans to seek an Injunction. 


Merlin Wllle of Meyer Material said he 


hod not been aware of any pollution 
problems resulting from the open stock- 
piling of sand and gravel by his com- 
pany. He said the piles are about eight 
feet high. 


When asked about the injunction, Wllle 


said, "At this point it's all news to me. I' 
haven't heard anything on this."

Parks get $100,000 state 
grant to buy 10 acres 


The Wheeling Park District Tuesday 


was awarded a $100,000 state grant to- 
wards the purchase of 10 acres for a 
community park on Schocnbcck Road. 


Parks Supt. David Phillips said the 


grant will cover about 50 per cent of the 
purchase price of the property. He said 
the project is estimated to cost $225,000, 
although the actual purchase price has 
not yet been determined since the park 
district Is Involved in condemnation pro- 
ceedings. 


The remainder of the purchase money 


will come from 1972 referendum funds. 
This is the second site proposed as part 
of the 1972 referendum to be granted 
governmental funding. 


Earlier this year the U.S. Bureau of 


Outdoor Recreation approved 50 per cent 
funding for a 3.1-acre park site on Valley 
Stream Drive. The parcel, which cost 
$32,500, is adjacent to the Childerley Re- 
treat House property, which also has 
been submitted for federal funding. • 


PHILLIPS SAID he was pleased with 


the grant because it will allow the pork 
district to purchase a needed park site in 
tho western section of the village. "It's 
an acquisition we've been looking for for 
a long time," he said. 


Tho park district plans to develop the 


property according to tho needs of tho 
neighborhood. Residents in the western 
section of the village, now have only 
school-park sites and Husky Park. 


Park Board Pros. Robert Ross said the 


grant is a significant step for the park 
district. He noted, however, that the ac- 
tual purchase of the property must wait 
until completion of the district's con- 
demnation suit. 


The park district initiated con- 


demnation proceedings after the owner 
of the property, Roy Llchter, raised the 
price of the land by $67,000 from the orig- 
inally negotiated price. The price hike 
came after Franklin Boulevard Commu- 
cent property. 


ROSS SAID THERE has been no action 


in the condemnation suit. The village 
board, however, denied LJchter an exten- 
sion on his high-density single-family 
zoning, and this decision will reduce the 
value of the property. The property now 
reverts to a low-density single-family 
classification as a result of the village's 
two-year zoning limit. 


Although tho park district was denied 


state funding for tho purchase of the 10- 
acre Chlldcrley property, Park Comr. 
Lorraine Lark said she is optimistic that 
the federal government will provide 
matching funds for this purchase. 


"I'm just as hopeful for the granting of 


those funds as I was for the granting of 
the state funds," she said. "The need is 
there and it's easily seen. I would hope 
that now that we have encouraging news 
about the site In tho western section of 
tho village that we am actively pursue 
the acquisition of the Childerley site." 


Industrial 
park could 
affect airport 


Wheeling trustees said stricter flight 


regulations at Palwaukee Airport may 
be one added benefit from granting zon- 
ing for a proposed industrial park at the 
northwest corner of Hintz and Wolf 
roads. 


The proposed industrial development is 


located on •»! acres across the street 
from the end of Palwaukee's longest run- 
way. 
In reviewing testimony from a 


Federal Aviation Administration repre- 
sentative, the trustees noted that the pro- 
posed development would force planes to 
approach the runway at a greater alti- 
tude. 


During zoning hearings on the project, 


the FAA representative said his agency 
could not prevent construction that ob- 
structed air traffic at an airport. He 
said, however, that in order to maintain 
safe conditions, planes would be told to 
land furher down the runway to min- 
imize chances of collision with buildings. 


THE VILLAGE OF Wheeling has bat- 


tled for several years to reduce the 
length of that particular Palwaukee run- 
way and thus reduce the size of aircraft 
landing at the airport. Village officials 
said this also would reduce noise from 
low approaches to the airport. 


"Granting the zoning would simply al- 


low the board to do indirectly what they 
have been trying to do directly for the 
past three or four years," the attorney 
for the developers told the board. 


The attorney said that by shortening 


the useful section of the runway, the vil- 
lage would be requiring Palwaukee to 
comply with the county special-use per- 
mit originally granted for the length of 
the runway. 


George Priester, owner of Palwaukee, 


said Tuesday that the construction of the 
industrial park would not shorten the use 
of his runway. "It's not going to shorten 
anything," he said. "The runway is still 
there." 


PRIESTER SAID IT is difficult to 


regulate the height at which planes ap- 
proach the runway. He said that planes 
will probably continue to use the full 
length of the runway. 


Noting that the existence of the park 


may lead to accidents, Priester said that 
the developers of the industrial park may 
be liable for damages In case of law 
suits. He said that if the park is declared 
a hazard by the FAA, the developers will 
be held responsible in court. 


"It creates a hazard, but a hazard goes 


right back to the people who build the 
building," Priester said. "The 
airport 


was here before the building." 


Priester said construction of the indus- 


trial park would be poor planning, since 
it would place buildings in the line of 
approaching aircraft. "The airport hasn't 
grown into the community. The commu-I 
nity has grown into the airport," he said.; 


VILLAGE PRES. Ted Scanlon said the 


board should not take into consideration- 
the development's impact on Palwaukee' 
when voting on the project. He said the: 
board's only concern should be whether 
the zoning was best suited for the proper- 
ty. 
: 


Board members voted to have the vil- 


lage attorney prepare an ordinance' 
granting the zoning. Several trustees 
noted a favorable report from the cnvi-. 
ronmcntal commission on the zoning.- 
The report said industrial zoning would * 
provide a buffer zone between the airport! 
and residential developments.

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Things not the 
same this year 
at Dwyer School

On the surface, the office of Dwyer 


School Tuesday looked like tho office of 
any school the week before classes are 
scheduled to start. 


Parents sat filling out registration 


forms and writing checks. Teachers, just 
returned from vacation, dashed In and 
out with phone message and plans. Chil- 
dren guided younger brothers and sisters 
around the building, showed off newly 
lost teeth and renewed acquaintances. 


But occasionally, in a comment from a 


parent or the urgency In the voice of a 
tcaclicr requesting a conference with an 
administrator, it became clear that get- 
ting ready to open Dwyer School this fall 
is not quite routine. 


"What Is happening to John Whipple?" 


a mother asked the school's secretary. "I 
haven't seen anything in the papers for 
weeks." 


ANOTHER MOTHER, as she regis- 


tered her son for the Dwyer junior high 
school program, said, "I really wish 
they'd let Mike (BlskupsW) stay. He was 
so good with the children." She paused, 
and then, her voice showing just a hint of 
bitterness, she added, "You know, I 
called Martwick's office and they didn't 
want to talk to me because I didn't 
have anything bad to say." 


The comments referred to charges 


made by Cook County School Supt. Rich- 
ard Martwick and a group of staff mem- 
bers from the program for emotionally 
disturbed children last year and In pre- 
vious years. Martwick charged that John 
Whipple, the psychologist who headed 
the program, was unqualified for his job, 
that children were beaten with large 
wooden paddles, and that staff members 
behaved "unprofessionally" by smoking 
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John 
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in front of students. 


After a series of meetings and a tele- 


vised press conference by Martwick, The 
Northwest Educational Cooperative gov-' 
ernlng board, which is in charge of the 
Dwyer program transferred Whipple to a 
full-time job elsewhere, reaffirmed its 
faith in Whipple and the rest of the staff 
in the program, and set up a committee 
to study the issue of paddling. On Satur- 
day, 
tho board dropped Michael Bis- 


kupski, coordinator of tho junior high 
school program, and Bryan Smith, a ju- 
nior high teacher, because they had not 
received certification as special educa- 
tion teachers. 


THE SUMMER'S controversy, referred 


to as "the crisis" by at least some of the 
program's staff, means the program 
will begin tho year with John Wightman, 
director of all NEC special education 
programs, as Its temporary adminis- 
trator until a permanent replacement 
can be found for Whipple. Wightman was 
given the job Monday after Finian Mur- 
phy, a psychologist new to the program

Venezuela rules out oil price drop

flationary pressures that led OPEC members to raise prices 
four-fold continued high and as long as this situation existed, 
oil prices would remain high.

space grandfather, to dock later this week with the orbiting 
Salyut-3 space laboratory. The director of cosmonaut training 
described the flights as wnrmups for the July, 1975, mission 
In which n Soyuz spaceship will link up with a U.S. Apollo 
spacecraft. 


Labor killing in Argentina 


Unidentified gunmen In Cordoba, Argentina swerved their 


vehicles In front of a car carrying Ricardo Goya, an automo- 
bile company labor relations manager yesterday and shot 
him to death with bursts of machine gun fire. The partly 
French-owned Ika-Renault company has been experiencing 
labor troubles for the past two months. 


Britain predicts Wilson to call for vote 
Election fever swept Britain yesterday, with a high official 


saying Prime Minister Harold Wilson would call n vote within 
five weeks in a bid to turn his parliamentary minority into a 
majority. Speculation in political circles said the most likely 
date for the election would bo Oct. 3. Sources said Wilson 
would call the election In hopes of breaking out of n political 
stralljackct Imposed on his Labor party government by the 
conservatives and other opposition groups.

Captured inmates boast to police 


At the end of a Colorado-to-Tcxas spree of murder, revenge 


and rape, two surviving convicts yesterday boasted to police 
they stalked, then executed two persons to settle grudges, and 
planned to slip Into Mexico to live as soldiers of fortune. 
Yelping guard dogs Monday night led the police posse to the 
trio of prison escapees, killing one and capturing two. One 
convict said he wasn't sorry for the four days of violence. The 
Inmnle killed by officers, cursed them until he died face 
down In the mud with half his face shot away. 


U.S. asks states to ban studded tires 


The federal government yesterday asked all states to con- 


sider banning studded automobile tiros liccause they damage 
the roadways and actually Increase highway hazards. "Avail- 
able information indicates there Is no net benefit to be de- 
rived from the uso of present studded tires," Federal High- 
way Administrator Norbert Tlcmnnn said In a letter to gover- 
nors.

In a one-hour, 50-mlnute meeting with 


his key economic advisers, Ford heard 
HUD Secretary James T. Lynn paint a 
bleak picture of the state of the housing 
Industry, which has taken a beating from 
inflation. High interest rates and a lack 
of money to finance mortgages and new 
construction. 


Ford spent half the session discussing 


housing market problems and a list of 
ways to cose them prepared by HUD 
staffers, Lynn told reporters after the 
meeting. He said the President made no 
commitments, but promised to consider 
the various options and "come back to us 
later." 


"Some of the options involved credit 


allocation by regulation, tax incentives to 
help the situation, and mechanical ways 
of channeling more credit with or with- 
out lower than market interest rates," 
Lynn said in an interview, declining to 
be more specific. 


Sax bo told a conference of law enforce- 


ment administrators from the nation's 
major cities that statistics show crime 
increased by 6 per cent during 1973 but 
soared to 15 per cent in the first three 
months of 1974. 


"The nation is in deep trouble in Its 


effort to reduce crime," he said. 


Saxbe cited poverty and deprivation as 


major causes of crime. He also blamed 
"permissiveness of oil sorts," parents' 
failure to discipline their children, alco- 
holism, pornography, and violence on 
television that "pours on in an endless 


torrent." 


He said the criminal today "is Increas- 


ingly being portrayed as a hero and 
"killers' and rapists and robbers now are 
often looked upon as political victims." 


In government, he said, "the spec- 


tacles we have seen arc appalling, and I 
am not talking only about Watergate 
now." 


"The list of state and local officials 


convicted of federal crimes — usually for 
violating their public trust for an illegal 
buck — is scandalously long." Saxbe re- 
jected police state "efficiency." 


"As other countries have learned, a po- 


lice state can control common crime," 
he said. "But that Is not our way. And It 
would be a dreadful mistake to slide 
Inch-by-inch toward that chasm, central- 
izing the war on crime in the name of 
efficiency while meekly accepting a na- 
tional constabulary." 


The answer, he said, lies in restoring 


the "inner strength" of the people and 
their institutions. 


"It is partly the job of every citizen, of 


every institution, of every business," 
Saxbe said.

Link 15,000 lives to air bags, belts

A government study concluded Tues- 


day that automobile air bags, combined 
with lap belts, could save 15,000 lives a 
year and reduce highway injuries by 1 
million. The study by tho National High- 
way Traffic Safety Administration com- 
pared the controversial air bag system 
with the interlock system, now mandato- 
ry on new cars, which makes it impos- 


sible to start the engine until the seat 
belts arc fastened. 


Dr. James Gregory, head of the safety 


administration, said the question facing 
the automobile buyer is whether he is 
willing "to pay the added cost for saving 
thousands of lives during the next dec- 
ade." 


The air bag-lap belt system would add 


$210 to the cost of the car, the agency 


Cyprus partitioning seen 
as 'guerrilla trigger' 


NICOSIA (UPI) - President Glnfkos 


derides said Tuesday that partitioning 
of Cyprus was unacceptable and could 
trigger Greek Cypriot guerrilla warfare 
against Turkish invasion forces. He said 
he doubted any government could pre- 
vent "the people from defending their 
land." 


Shortly after derides' warning at a 


news conference, a man claiming to be a 
spokesman for the "Cypriot Liberation 
Army" told newsmen in Nicosia 300 
Greek Cypriots already were being 
trained for operations against Turkish 
military targets. 


The spokesman said: "Depending on 


the political settlement reached, we will 
start attacking Turkish military 
tar- 


gets." 


He said the commandos were being 


schooled in the art of infiltration and 
night fighting in the Troodos Mountains 
on the southwest side of the island. He 


said the group was not sponsored by the 
government nor was it under its scrut- 
iny.

said. The interlock system adds $100 to 
the cost. 


The annual highway death toll is now 


running at 56,000 a year. The agency said 
if the air bag-lap belt system were made 
mandatory for 1977 cars, it could save 
"an estimated 83,000 lives and reduce ve- 
hicle injuries by more than 5.4 million 
over a nine year-span. 


By comparison, the interlock system 


would save more than 47,000 lives and 
cut the injury rate by more than 2 mil- 
lion. When the entire automobile popu- 
lation was equipped with air bags and 
belts, the death toll would even out to a 
saving of "15,600 lives annually and a 
reduction of the injury toll by 1 million," 
the report said. 


Both systems are unpopular with mo- 


torists and the House, responding to con- 
stituent demands, recently passed legis- 
lation that would prohibit the govern- 
ment from requiring interlock or air bag 
systems. 


The legislation, which must be ap- 


proved by the Senate, would permit the 
government to require only a dashboard 
warning light to remind a motorist his 
seat belt was not fastened. 


On the Detroit auto front, meanwhile, 


Ford Motor Go's, decision to cut back 
output of its subcompact Pinto is the lat- 
est Indication the American car buyer 
apparently is not too worried about find- 
ing and paying for gasoline. During the 
depths of the energy crisis-induced sales 
slump this past winter, Ford could not 
meet the demand for its economy car. 
Now, with a 96-day backlog of 1974 mod- 
els, the automaker is trimming produc- 
tion schedules for the 1975's. 


Industry analysts said the swing away 


from the small car during the summer is 
a reaction to the lifting of the oil cm- 


bargo that triggered the rush to economy 
cars last winter. The analysts expect the 
little cars to regain their popularity this 
fall, after big car buyers pick up bar- 
gains on the last of the 74 models and 
prices are jacked up almost $500 on the 
1975s. 


Industry executives say the long-term 


trend is still toward the small cars — 
maybe not the subcompacts — but to 
compact and Intermediate models. 


Byrd: if Nixon 
indicted, then 
let's prosecute 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - There would 


be no alternative to prosecuting Richard 
M. Nixon if a federal grand jury Indicted 
the former president, Assistant Senate 
Democratic Leader Robert C. Byrd said 
Tuesday. 


"If there Is evidence that points to the 


need for prosecution then under our sys- 
tem no person should be immune," Byrd 
said in an Interview. 


"I don't think that equal justice under 


law should be mere words inscribed into 
a marble pediment; I don't think we can 
have one law for the high and powerful 
and another law for the poor and the av- 
erage citizen; I think if the federal grand 
jury indicts then there is no moral or 
legal alternative to prosecution." 


Since Nixon resigned the presidency 


Aug. 9, there has been deepening con- 
troversy as to whether criminal charges 
should be brought against him. 


Hitler foe Otto Strasser dead at 77 


• • Tho man once described by Nazi 
propaganda minister Josef Gocbbcls as 
"Hitler's Enemy No. 1" — Otto Strasscr 
— died at his Munich home Tuesday at 
age 77. Strasscr, an early Hitler suppor- 
ter who rose to become cdltor-ln-chicf of 
nil Hitler's news publications, broke with 
the Nazi leader in 1930, publicly repudiat- 
ing him, starting his own "Black Front," 
and heading into exile when Dcr Fuehrer 
took power. A post-war advocate of re-

Woodfield 76 to 'pay its own way 


Marshall Bennett, the dreamer, sculp- 


tor — or exploiter — of the massive 
Woodflcld 78 project proposed for land 
near Woodflcld Shopping Center, said 
Tuesday his plan will pay for Itself and 
the residents of Schaumburg and the 
Northwest suburbs will not have to help 
pick up the $220 million tab with tax dol- 
lars. 


Bennett put Ills plan for the project In 


terms not only of the boom in the sub- 
urbs but of Ilic future of urban America 
during on Interview In Herald offices 
Tuesday. 


The $230 million "metro center" pro- 


posed for the Union 76 property near 
Woodflcld Is part of what Dennett sees as 


the Inevitability of the suburbs to sustain 
high quality entertainment and service 
facilities — and to demand entertain- 
ment facilities in preference to those in 
the Loop. 


THE DEVELOPER sold that his stud- 


ies — and those of urban planners — con- 
clude that the Northwest suburbs are the 
most "uncntertnlned and undcrscrviced" 
area of their size and wealth in the coun- 
try. 


Further, he concludes that while the 


center of Chicago will retain its business 
influence for some time, the core city 
has not and will not attract suburbanites 
as a place to be entertained or to shop. 
"The very nature of the suburbs are 


changing," Bennett said. The suburbs 
arc becoming more urban in the fact 
that more and more people work near 
where they live, and the fact that chang- 
ing family patterns give diversity to the 
suburbs. 


Bennett said that the Northwest subur- 


ban area is a region with common prob- 
lems and perhaps common solutions. He 
said that although each community gov- 
erns itself with varying degrees of effi- 
ciency, the common marketing and so- 
cial aspects of the suburbs both bind 
them together and make them unique. 


"AMERICA IS developing along corri- 


dors," he said. These corridors used to 
be the railroad lines and the rivers but 
are now the superhighways which link 


the Northwest suburbs to the whole met- 
ropolitan hub." The intersection of Hie. 
53 and the Northwest Tollway is such a 
focal point for future development that 
the area cannot help but become a cen- 
tral region for a powerful corridor of 
population and commerce extending 
from O'Hare to Elgin. 


In saying so, Bennett also justifies his 


own plans for Woodfield 76, but his views 
coincide with views of urban planners 
such as Pierre deVise who suys the en- 
tire future of Chicago lies Northwest of 
the city. 


"Even without O'Hare," Bennett said, 


"this area would grow, but add to it the 
busiest airport in the world and the pic- 
ture is complete."

More students eligible 
for state scholarships 


More college students will qualify for 


financial aid thli year through revisions 
in the IlllnoU Stale Scholarship Program 
approved Tuesday by Gov. Daniel Walk- 
er. 


Walker signed a bill that extends state 


scholarships to part-time students for tho 
first time. The bill also Increases tho 
maximum grant of a scholarship from 
$1,300 to $1,330 and extends scholarships 
to students cr.rollcd In their fifth year of 
undergraduate study. 


The bill was sponsored In the Illinois 


General Assembly by State Rep. Eugenia 
Chapman, D-Arllngton Heights. The revi- 
sions were recommended by the Illinois 
Board of Higher Education in its budget 
last December. 


Tho Illinois State Scholarship Commis- 


sion estimates that almost 23,000 part- 
tlmo students will now qualify for stato 


scholarships and about one fourth of the 
students in community colleges will 
benefit from tho change. 


The changes In tho scholarship pro- 


gram, which will cost tho stato approxi- 
mately $6 million per year, are designed 
to encourage moro students to go to col- 
lego and offset tho cost of college to 
middle-class families who ore hard hit 
by Inflation. 


"Students who work full time to sup- 


port themselves and their families will 
now get the break they need to get a 
college degree," under the part-time pro- 
vision of the bill. Walker said. "It may 
also give more housewives the opportuni- 
ty to go back to school." 


Students must apply for state scholar- 


ships by Oct. 1 each year by writing tho 
Illinois State Scholarship Commission, 
102 Wilmont Rd., Dccrflcld, 60015.

What ivorking women, widows should know... 


Working women having enough work 


credit under Social Security arc entitled 
to monthly cash benefits if they become 
disabled. They can get retirement bene- 
fits as early as age 62. Their dependents 
also arc eligible. In the event of death, 
dependent survivors could qualify for 
benefits. 


A non-working wife 62 or older can get 


benefits on her husband's work record 
when he retires, becomes disabled or 


precedes her in death. If caring for his 
child under 18 or disabled, she would be 
entitled to benefits regardless of her age. 


A widow can get a lump-sum payment 


of $255 when her husband dies and a 
monthly payment as early as age 50 if he 
is disabled. 


Widow's benefits range from 71.5 per 


cent of the deceased husband's benefit 
amount at age 60 to 100 per cent at 65. 


If a widow remarries before age CO, 


her checks may stop, unless she marries 


another beneficiary. Benefits could con- 
tinue if a widow over 60 remarries, but 
the amount could change. 


A divorcee may receive benefits on her 


ex-husband's account if married to him 
at least 20 years. She could qualify at 
age 62 if he is disabled or retired, and at 
age 60 (50 if disabled) if he is deceased.

Children — punished, humiliated, bent- 


cn, battered nnd neglected. How do they 
fare during their childhood and as adults 
and parents? 


"They fare very poorly In childhood," 


said Dr. Arthur Green, "and they grow 
up to be ill-equipped to face the stresses 
of life. 


"In fact," said Green, assistant clini- 


cal professor of psychiatry at the Down- 
state Medical Center in New York City, 
"the abused child often becomes the 
child battcrcr in the next generation. The 
neglected child often becomes a parent 
who is unable to care for his own chil- 
dren." 


Green differentiated child neglect from 


child abuse by describing it as a sin of 
omission rather than commission. "The 
parent neglects to satisfy the child on an 
emotional and physical level. He fails to 
react and respond to the child and 
docs not interact. In child abuse, the 
parent specifically Inflicts willful injury 
on the child, so here we have an act of 
commission," Green said. 


"IN THE CASE of neglect, both par- 


cnts usually arc guilty and all the chil- 
dren in the family are neglected. But in 
the case of abuse, one child Is singled out 
and one parent is guilty, usually the 
mother. The abused child is the one the 
abusing parent identifies with most 
closely, so that the parent's self-hate is 
projected onto the child. If the abused 
child is removed from the home, the 
abuse will soon recur In another child. 
The parent must hnvo a scapegoat. 


"Ninety per cent of these parents," 


Green said, "arc not mentally 111 or psy-

chotic, but they suffer from a variety of 
personality disburbances. They're Imma- 
ture. They probably were battered as 
children. They're so barren and devoid of 
warmth they can't give warmth to their 
children. They do a role reversal — they 
require lovo and attention from the chil- 
dren instead of being able to give it. 
When they fail to get this love and atten- 
tion, they take it out on the children. 


"We did a study," Green said, "to find 


out what effects child abuse and neglect 
had on the children. We confined our 
study to children between the ages of 5 
and 12. We had 60 abused children, 30 
neglected children and a control group of 
30 who were neither abused nor neg- 
lected. All were from the same socio- 
economic level. 


"We found the abused and neglected 


children were impaired over all aspects 
of functioning that were measured, both 
physical and intellectual. Wo found their 
ability to test reality, to form object rela- 
tionships, to control aggression, to toler- 
ate anxiety, their self-concept and body 
image — all were impaired. There was 
widespread damage over all areas of 
functioning. 


"I BELIEVE," Green said, "that It is 


important and mandatory to Intervene in 
these family situations. We believe a 
large majority of children (and parents) 
can be helped without removing them 
from their families. The children respond 


_ well to therapy. 


"For the parents, we believe in a com- 


prehensive treatment program designed 
to help the parent cope with the stresses 
that may have led to the abuse, to help 
the parent learn about child rearing and 
appreciate the needs of the children so 
that they can provide the kind of emo- 
tional and environmental support that 
usually Is lacking in these families. This 
kind of active intervention can go a long 
way toward preventing further abuse 
and making parents realize the joys of 
nurturing children."

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Ford's link with press 
may undergo test soon 


NEW YORK — The American press, 


which has been riding high since Water- 
gate, may soon bo faced with a severe 
backlash In the wake 'of President Nix- 
on's resignation, Said Jim Lchrcr, one of 
tho anchormen of Washington Week In 
Review. 


"We really don't know how deep tho 


antipress feeling Is," said Lehrer. "But 
President Ford's uttltudo toward the 
press could mute the backlash." 


Lchrcr, who is joined by Paul Duke on 


the Public Broadcasting Service's weekly 
look at Washington, said Ford and the 
news media aro enjoying a well-deserved 
honeymoon after the years of the Nixon 
administration. 


HOWEVER. HE BELIEVED the Presi- 


dent's marriage with the press may soon 
undergo its first test. 


"Right now, it's a honeymoon," said 


tho Texas-torn newsman. "Ford seems 
open and he really is a nice guy. But the 
first test will come when he is criticised. 
And he might say, 'Hey, wait a minute, 
you guys can't criticize me — I'm work- 
ing In the national interest. I know more 
than you guys.' 


"Tills happened to JFK and LBJ. And 


you know about Nixon. But I think Ford 
stands a better chance of avoiding it." 


Lehrer said he has watched Ford very 


closely during his years In Washington 
and believes the President has grown 
uitli the office of president. 


"Ho seems more relaxed and much 


moro articulate," Lehrer said. "The 
edges arc getting smoother." 


LEHRER SAID HE was not surprised 


that former New York Gov. Nelson Rock- 
efeller, who once said he did not want to 
be vice president of anything, accepted 
Ford's offer to be vice president. 


"He really had no other option," Leli- 


rcr bald. "He wants to be president and 
if something happens he may get that 
chance. Ford's offer was the best thing 
Rockefeller had going for him. 


"But there is no agreement for him to 


run with the President in 1976." 


Lehrer said Rockefeller looked "bug- 


ged" by the questions of newsmen during 
Ills first news conference after being 
named vice president designate, espe- 
cially about inquiries into his wealth.

WASHINGTON - If President Ford 


wants openness and candor to be hall- 
mnrks of his administration, he should 
rclnstitutc the weekly presidential press 
conference. Turning off the television 
cameras will help restore these weekly 
meetings to the, effective dialogues they 
were during the Truman and Eisenhower 
administrations. 


Television has changed the press con- 


ference from an instrument of respon- 
sible accountability by the chief execu- 
tive to "a performance." In the Kenne- 
dy, Johnson and Nixon administrations, 
I lie television cameras put pressure on 
the president and the questioner, dis- 
torting the questions and their responses. 


Since the United States does not have 


the "question period" under which prime 
ministers are held accountable by mem- 
bers of Parliament, a press conference Is 
the only means by which the public can 
bo assured a president is aware of the 
pressing problems of government, except 
as he sees to volunteer information in 
public speeches. 


As our $300-bllllon-a-yoar government 


continues to grow, the need for presiden- 
tial press conferences Increases to as- 
sure that the chief executive is aware of 
the problems of government raised In the 
public press. The Watergate affair and 
related problems have demonstrated the 
importance of establishing the specific 
knowledge the president has of scan- 
dalous conditions and his responsibility 
ic'eal w I'll them. 


In the seven months fallowing the Wa- 


tergate affair, President Nixon held only 
one press conference in Washington. 
Hurriedly called, with a specific lack of 
notice to some persistent questioners, It 
was dominated by questions from the 
regular White House reporters. 


As is now apparent, It was on effort to 


bar follow-through questions on Nixon's 
knowledge of the Watergate covcrup, 
then In progress. 


President Nixon cleverly manipulated 


the press conference to deceive the pub- 
lic on Watergate by refusing to allow 
questions that might have exposed de- 
ceptions. It was possible only because 
there were not regular press confer- 
ences, and because a sizable percentage 
of the television viewers were unable to 
distinguish between facts and fallacies. 


President Kennedy avoided the most 


difficult questions by recognizing only 
friendly reporters and those who were in- 
adequate in their preparation or inept in 
the manner they posed questions.

By hindsight, it is easy to sec that Nix- 


on provoked confrontation with reporters 
and used the resulting underdog syn- 
drome to portray himself as being 
hounded and distracted from carrying 
out Important international and domestic 
functions. 


In analyzing the press conference as 


an effective institution, the Identity of the 
reporter is not important. It Is the sub- 
stance of the question that is vital, and 
so is the right of every reporter to be 
present and to seek recognition from the 
President. This guarantees against White 
House control of questioning. 


These are points that should be kept In 


mind when "reforms" are suggested that 
would limit presidential press confer- 
ences to White House regulars. Much of 
the blame for our presidents taking unto 
themselves royal pcrogativc lies with the 
fact that many regular White House re- 
porters grovel to presidents in hopes of 
gathering a few "exclusive" crumbs 
from the White House. 


Those advising President Ford should 


recognize that regular press conferences 
give the president periodic access to 
questions which the White House palace 
guard may not want the president to 
face. 


With no television cameras present, a 


president may be more comfortable In 
explaining that he Is really unfamiliar 
with cither the facts or the law on a gov- 
ernment problem, but will supply a com- 
plete answer later. To admit occasionally 
that he does not know the answer to ev- 
ery question is a human quality that 
nearly everyone will admire in a presi- 
dent, but admitting it is difficult in the 
glare of television, when a momentary 
fumble can make a man seem an oaf.

Bigger trucks threaten 


U.S. Interstate system 


This nation's trucks have no 


right to abuse unnecessarily our 
Interstate highway system — and 
Congress shouldn't pass legislation 
which would encourage this abuse. 


The U.S. Senate, however, is con- 


sidering a bill which would invite 
such abuse. It's a proposal to raise 
to 00,000 pounds the weight limit 
which is allowed today for trucks 
u hen they enter an Interstate high- 
uay. (The present limit Is 73,280 
pounds.) 


This ill-conceived proposal Is at- 


tached to a mass transit funding 
bill which the House last week 
managed to trim from $20.4 billion 
down to Sll billion. The Senate vcr- 
Mon of the bill allows the 21 per 
cent Increase in truck weights; the 
House version of the bill allows 


wider buses to travel on Interstate 
highways. 


The bills have drawn a sharp at- 


tack from the American Automo- 
bile Assn., which charged that the 
heavier trucks would be unsafe and 
would rip apart the Interstate sys- 
tem. The ranking Republican of 
the House public works committee, 
William Harsha of Ohio, countered 
that bigger trucks would mean 
fewer trucks on the highways, thus 
increasing highway safety. 


We see little possibility of in- 


creased safety, however, with even 
greater trucks barreling along in- 
terstate highways. Today's trucks 
disregard posted speed limits (as 
do many motorists), and the added 
weight would only increase tho 
burden to threatened motorists.

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There's a place for such heavy 


loads, and that's on the freight 
cars of this nation's railroads, 
where oversized loads belong. Our 
nation's highways were not built 
with the idea of carrying all heavy 
materials produced in this country. 


Anyone who's driven the roads 


and highways around the North- 
west suburbs knows what a fright- 
ful toll ordinary car and truck traf- 
fic takes on them. An increase in 
weight for large-scale trucks would 
also have an effect on feeder 
roads. Damage would not be limit- 
ed to our expressways and Inter- 
state system. 


For the sake of all American mo- 


torists — in terms of safety and the 
increasing tax load such larger 
trucks would create — we urge the 
rejection of this weight-increase 
legislation by the Senate.

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Suburbs may be forced to build low-income housing 


Suburbs that won't voluntarily cooper- 


ate with programs to build public hous- 
ing for the poor may find themselves fac- 
ing a federal court order forcing cooper- 
ation. 


The U S. Court of Appeals ruled Mon- 


day that ordered desegregation of all 
public housing In the city and suburbs 
aUo reopened n door that had been 
closed In 1973 by U S District Court 
Judge Richard D Austin 


Austin at that time refused to drag the 


suburbs Into a dispute between the Chi- 
cago Housing Authority, the U.S. Dcpt. of 
Housing and Urban Development and a 
group of Indigent black reildenU of Chi- 
cago represented by the American Civil 
Liberties Union. 


Austin had ruled that ordering the CIIA 


to build public housing in the suburbs 
would have allowed the agency to "ovoid 
the politically distasteful task before U 
(building public housing for blacks In 
predominantly white city neighborhoods) 
by polling off Us problems onto the sub- 
urbs." - 


HUT MONDAY'S U.S. Court of Appeals 


order directed Austin to extend his or- 
ders concerning building public housing 
units In white neighborhoods to include 
tho suburbs. And the court suggested 
Austin could Issue an order forcing par- 
ticipation by suburbs not volunteering to 
lake port In the plan. 


Tho case has been remanded to Austin 


for n hearing an preparing a plan for the 
suburbs. The hearing should come in 
about 25 dnys, said ACLU attorney Mil- 
Ion Shadur, unless on appeal of the deci- 
sion Is sought by the US. Supremo 
Court. 


The CIIA seems unlikely to appeal be- 


cause the opportunity to build public 
housing in the suburbs is something it 
has sought for some time. HUD, how- 
ever, which has contested being forced to 
participate In the planning of public 
housing sites, may appeal, Shadur said. 


If the case docs go back to Austin ho 


will prepare a low-income housing plan 
to Include tho suburban areas. 


Tho plan, proposed by the ACLU In 


1072, uhcn It brought the appeal, called 
for each suburb to build low-Income 
housing units equal in number to 2 per 
cent of the number of existing apart- 
ments and single-family houses. 


Suburbs that refused to build their own 


units would be forced to accept CIIA- 
bullt units equalling 4 per cent of the 
existing number of dwelling units in the 
suburb. 


TIIK ACt.U proposal focused on the 


original Intention of the court suit to find 
housing In desegregated areas for poor 
Chicago blacks. It said half the units 
built in tlic suburbs would have to bo 
made available to non-elderly Chicago 
residents with the other half allowed to 
be occupied by suburbanites. 


The specter of such a court-enforced

are under a moratorium now except for 
leasing programs which allow subsidized 
rents in private developments. 


Pahl said local groups are committed

When money's a problem 


by ELEANOR HIVES 


"I never dreamed I would over have to 


work again," said Mrs. Judy S. (a 
pseudonym) of Arlington Heights, who 
was In market research many years ago. 


Divorced from her husband a few 


yean ago after all attempts to save tho 
marriage had failed, left with a largo 
home to maintain and four children to 
raise, Judy Is ono of a large, almost 
unacknowledged number of women who 
are trying la "go it alone." 


"You would bo surprised how many 


people there are like mo, struggling to 
maintain some form of a decent living," 
she said. "Out we're trapped." 


Going back to work was an Immediate 


necessity; It soon became apparent that 
going back to school to Increase her 
earning power was on equally pressing 
need. 


BEFORE HER marriage, Mrs. S. had 


tamed an associate degree In literature 
with a minor In'sociology at a girls' 
school back East where refined young 
Indies acquire culture and polish. She en- 
joyed learning and continued taking 
courses now and then In tho ensuing 
years, raising her college education to 
tho equivalent of three years. 


"But many of my credits ore not ac- 


cepted today." she sold. "I didn't aim 
for a degree until I had to. I wish now I 
had started earlier while I was still mar- 
ried." 


Judy sent for her transcripts, began In- 


vestigating tho adult programs at vari- 
ous colleges. Her past credits already 
placed her beyond Harper Community 
College, a two-year institution. 


Visiting Northwestern University night 


school In downtown Chicago, she decided 
to lay her cards on tho table. 


"All right." she sold In effect, "This is 


where I am. This Is where I want to go. 
What should I do?" 


THE RESPONSE was fantastic. In 


1972 she was given a dean's scholarship 
for three credit hours of night school — 
another three hours sho took on her own. 
A faculty member, who happened to be- 
long to the philanthropic, educational or- 
ganization for adult women known as 
PEO, put her In touch with that organi- 
zation to apply for financial old. From 
their newly established continuing educa- 
tion fund, the Unoffilioto Council, com- 
posed of representatives from seven Ar- 
lington Heights PEO chapters, awarded 
Mrs. S. $165 to continue night school in 
1973. 


"It's truly difficult to work all day, go 


to school all evening and raise your chil- 
dren properly," declared Judy. 


"There are many times when you think 


you're not going to make it. But educa- 
tion Is very fulfilling and unless you ful- 
fill yourself as a human being, you don't 
have the capacity to give your children 
what they really need. 


"Most of us have spent our lives deal- 


ing with the other person. We must deal 
with ourselves and then everything else 
falls into place . . . who you arc, what 
you want, where are you going." 


JUDY HAS BEEN taking business and 


psychology courses toward a bachelor of 
science dcgrco in the school of journal- 
Ism. This summer was spent boning up 
for tho College Level Examination Pro- 


Northwestern pushes adult education 


"We ore trying to make it as easy as 


possible for adults to continue their edu- 
cation at tho college level," said Dr. El- 
len Corley of Northwestern University's 
Evening Division. 


Both career and academic counseling 


are offered on an Individual basis. Coun- 
selors givo advice and encouragement 
and try to develop for each adult student 
a program that best meets his needs. 


Up to 60 hours of credit is given under 


the College Level Examination Program 
(CLEP). Classes are held from 6:30 to 0 
one night a week or from 5 to 6:15 two 
nights a week at Northwcstcrn's Chicago 
campus, 339 E. Chicago Ave. 


FINANCIAL AID from tho school is 


quite limited. Grants from the dean's 
fund are allocated on the basis of finan- 
cial need, but only once to any recipient. 


There may bo another passible source 


of funds, however, by way of tho Illinois 
State Scholarship program. A bill has 
been passed In both tho Illinois Sonata 
and House of Representatives and cur- 
rently awaits only tho governor's signa- 


ture to become effective. 


Tho bill expands tho scholarship pro- 


gram to Include "half-time" students 
who have not yet attained a baccalau- 
reate dcgrco and who are taking a min- 
imum of six credit hours. Financial aid 
will bo based on need. 


THE COMMISSION suggests that such 


half-time students secure applications 
nnd submit them at once so they arc al- 
ready on file when tho bill becomes ef- 
fective. Deadline for filing is Oct. 1. Ap- 
plications are available In the financial 
aid offices of local high schools and ap- 
proved Illinois colleges and universities, 


or may be obtained by writing the Illi- 
nois State Scholarship Commission, Box 
607, Dcerflcld, HI. 60015. 


"This avenue of financial assistance 


will be especially helpful to widowed and 
divorced women with dependent children 
— perhaps their only means of returning 
to school," said Dr. Corley. 


Northwestern University Evening Divi- 


sion is currently registering students and 
will continue to do so until Sept. 13. 
Adults who have decided to take tho 
plunge and return to school arc invited to 
call 649-6950 to make an appointment to 
see a counselor.

gram (CLEP) to cam college credits for 
what she already knows or can do irres- 
pective of how or when she learned it. 


"I intend to get as many of these 


CLEP exams under my belt as pos- 
sible," she said, adding that she is under 
terrible pressure from her children to .get 
good grades. They are immensely proud 
of her. 


Judy S. is the first recipient of the 


PEO 
Unaffiliate Council's continuing 


education fund, which was established In 
1973. Any woman who wishes to continue 
an interrupted education — at any level, 
including high school — and whoso need 
comes to the attention of a PEO chapter, 
usually through a church or service or- 
ganization, is eligible to apply for this 
annual award. 


WHAT OF THE future? For Mrs. S., 


It's one day at a time. She is applying for 
a state scholarship for part-time adult 
students. 


But the struggle to raise her children 


properly, sustain their family life, main- 
tain their home and somehow stay off 
the welfare rolls continues. 


"There is a stigma to being divorced 


when you live in a family-oriented com- 
munity such as this," she said. "I'm not 
always made to feel comfortable here. 


"Do you realize how many women 


there are in the suburbs in this-same 
situation — divorced, widowed — trying 
to go it alone? I know some great gals in 
Arlington Heights who are really trying 
to hang in there." 


Local organizations give 


moral, financial support 


Some organizations have special 


reasons for giving financial old to 
help mature men and women further 
their education. 


The Suburban Township Associ- 


ation for the Retarded 
(STAR), 


which began 
giving 
professional 


scholarships last year, is one of 
these. Eighty per cent of STAR'S 140 
members are parents of retarded 
children, anxious to increase the 
number and upgrade the training of 
teachers in the field of special educa- 
tion for the mentally retarded. 


STAR this year awarded scholar- 


ships to the following three adults (in 
addition to its annual youth scholar- 
snip): 


• SISTER GLORIA ROSALES, a 


teacher for 31 years, the past two In 
s p e c i a l education at Maryville 
Academy, where children with learn- 
ing problems ore brought to her for 
evaluation and diagnosis of prob- 
lems. Sister Resales was awarded 
funds for three credit hours of work 
at Northern Illinois University. 


• Mary Wessell, a certified teach- 


er's aide who works with Sister Re- 
sales and wishes to qualify for the 
position of Learning Disabilities Re- 
search Teacher at the high school 
level. She was awarded funds to 
complete two courses at Northern. 


• Sandra Lewis, a day school 


teacher at Countryside Center for the 
Handicapped and a graduate of Har- 
per College. Sandra was granted a 
semester's tuition at Northeastern Il- 
linois University to continue her 
studies in special education. 


AN ORGANIZATION that prides it- 


self on the value it places on scholar* 
ship and on its strong belief in the 
potential of educated women Is the 
American Association of University 
Women (AAUW). Since 1888, the 
AAUW has been granting graduate 
fellowships for women students and 
women research scholars. About 100 
American and International Fellow- 
ships awards, ranging from $3,000 to 
$5,000 each, arc made annually. 


Both local branches of the AAUW, 


Arlington Heights and Northwest 
Suburban, vigorously support the fel- 
lowships program with sizable dona- 
tions each year. Three Illinois wom- 
en were among the recipients of 
American fellowships for the 1974-75 
year: Dr. Phyllis Ferguson of Evans- 
ton, whose field is African history; 
Mary M. Maach of Downers Grove, 
library science; and Jane M. Rosen- 
thai of Chicago, linguistics. 


IN ADDITION to supporting this 


p r o g r a m , the Arlington Heights 
AAUW four years ago began a local 
program, the Sonja Waring Memor- 
ial Scholarship. The annual $400 
award is given to a full-time woman 
student at Harper Commnunity Col- 
lege, preferably a mature woman In 
need of financial assistance, usually 
after the recipient has exhausted all 
other possible avenues of obtaining 
assistance. Representatives of Har- 
per select the recipient sometime in 
• September. 


Said Marilyn Sanders, state fellow- 


ship chairman of the AAUW: "Now 
more than ever, women need the 
support and encouragement of other 
women if they are to truly achieve 
their long sought-after equality." 
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Eminent domain a right

Dear Mrs. Mortoccio: 


I understand there's a huge sports 


complex planned for Rosemont and the 
property will be condemned there to 
build It. Okay, so the people in Rosemont 
(in my opinion) will be better off with a 
sports complex than the terrible noise 
from the planes overhead coming in and 
out of O'Hare. But what really shook me 
up was the story in the newspaper about 
the widow who committed suicide be- 
cause she was going to be evicted from 
her home because New Jersey was going 
to build a sports complex on her proper- 
ty. Besides after making her an offer, 
they cut down the price to about one 
third of the first one. 


Do you think this is fair? What can a 


person do about this if it happens, say, to 
me or my family? It doesn't seem to 
matter where the property Is located, so 
why can't it happen to anyone? 


I'd appreciate any information. Thank 


you.

Dear S.D. 


• There aro some aspects of the law 


that many lawyers do not like and one of 
them is dispossessing a person of his or 
her property. But tho power of eminent 
domain is a sovereign ono that gives the 
governmental body (federal, state, local) 
tho right to appropriate private property 
to public uses. 


• There was a time when it was ar- 


gued that tho element of compensation 
was not necessarily involved In the idea 
of eminent domain. That question now Is 
not of great practical importance be- 
cause our federal constitution prohibits 
the exercise of the power "without just 
compensation" under the Fifth Amend- 
ment. Then, too, most states have pro- 
vided In their constitutions or by other 
legislation the samo protection. 


What bothers most persons is not that 


condemnation under eminent domain is 
used for public Improvements, such as 
docks, fortifications, etc., but for private 
or semi-public undertakings such as 
railroad bridges etc. Now como the 
sports recreation complexes. 


The basis for tho theory — whether we 


like it or not — is founded upon the fact 
that so much of the original ownership of 
land was retained by governmental pow- 
er at a time it granted franchises or 
lands to Individuals or corporations. This 
was true especially where the common 
law idea of original government own- 
ership prevailed. 


• The question of whether a sports 


center recreation complex falls within 
the meaning of the right of a state to 
appropriate private property to public 
uses with or without an owner's con- 
sent might have something to do with 
interpreting the word "public." (Not an 
easy one to define at best, but Inter- 
preting it to be "primarily public" cer- 
tainly gives the word wide latitude.') 


Cases involving eminent domain are 


complicated and confusing and the 
procedures vary from one locality to an- 
other. 


The New Jersey woman you refer to 


ran into a second problem and that's 
why the amount of money was reduced. 
The state said that part of her acre of 
land might belong to the state through 
riparian (riverbank) rights. The fraction 
of the amount you refer to was what was 
offered to her Immediately with the 
promise of more payment pending nego- 
tiation, and was not the entire amount 
she was to ultimately receive. 


If you recall, there was a hassle over 


tho site where the Circle Campus now 
exists. An old, interesting, colorful home 


area was replaced with a university, but 
that's the way "progress" is made, so 
'tis said. 


There are other limitations on the own- 


ership of real property that I would like 
to discuss in another column. It is al- 
ways a surprise to us to discover not 
only that we "can't take it with us," but 
that we can't always prevent someone 
(legally, of course) from "taking It away 
from us." 


Tho best thing we can do under the 


circumstances, is to become aware of 
our rights before we buy a piece of prop- 
erty and know how situations like ease- 
ments, deed restrictions, air rights, liens, 
etc. (which I hope to discuss later on), 
can affect or limit our ownership.

Cotinty's ivell baby clinic 
offers free health care 


The Junior Woman's Club of DCS 


Plalnes, in conjunction with the Cook 
County Department of Public Health, 
sponsors a well baby clinic on the third 
Wednesday of each month, offering free 
health care for children from infancy to 
age four. Hours are 1 to 3 p.m. 


The Juniors provide supplies, equip- 


ment and volunteer service on a planned 
and continuous basis. 


Health supervision and counseling on 


nutrition and child development arc pro- 
vided for children not presently under 
the care of a private physician. Children 
past four years old ore eligible for con- 
tinuous service through tho health de- 
partment's Immunization clinic. 


The clinic, located at Westminster 


Presbyterian Church, Dempster near 
Elmhurst Road, is staffed by a team con- 
sisting of volunteers from the Junior 
Woman's Club, a nutritionist, physician 
and public health nurse. The child is 
weighed and measured and his medical 
history taken. The physician gives him a 
thorough physical examination, needed 
Immunizations, counsels the mother on 


growth and development and makes rec- 
ommendations regarding health prob- 
lems. The nutritionist advises the mother 
on diet and food. 


ALTHOUGH SICK children are not 


treated in the clinic, the nurse works 
closely with families 'of children found to 
have physical defects and every effort is 
made to see that tho child obtains needed 
medical attention. 


The doctor and occasionally a volun- 


teer speak both Spanish and English.

Soup from leftover potatoes 


Dear Dorothy: I am writing you this 


just after eating delicious potato soup. 
Being such a pack rat, you aurely will 
agree that leftover mashed potatoes 
make perfect potato soup in a Jiffy. 
Being German and having lived la Ger- 
many during the war made us some kind 
of authority on food coving and reusing 
methods. Here is the recipe for tour with 
about one pound of leftover mashed po- 
tatoes. 


Use a medium-size soup pot and saute 


until golden brown one-half of a finely 
chopped medium-size onion and three 
sprigs of chopped parsley in two table- 
spoons of butter or margarine. Use more 
fat If the mashed potatoes were not pre- 
pared with butter. Add enough water to 
make the right consistency of potato 
soup — about one quart — add one bouil- 
lon cube and bring to a boil. Add the 
mashed potatotea, stir well and let cook 
for about five to seven minutes. Add pep- 
per and salt to taste. — Mrs. E. Janldlo

making it this way, but with half milk. 
For those with leftover mashed potatoes, 
I agree that this is a fine pack rat trick.

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A Paddock review 


'Marat/Sade' involves audience 


by PAT ADAM 


"Mnral/Sado" can be described beat 
u nn experience. It's not a piny In the 
usual sense of players portraying charac- 
ters and acting out a plot (usually) as 
the audience watches — ami If the play's 
well acted and well staged — Identifying 
with the actors and the action. 


In "Mnrat/Sado," the current produc- 


tion of Schauroburg Festival Theatre, the 
audience becomes Involved and Instead 
ot merely observing the action, experi- 
ences It. 


Many theatergoers will not like this 


kind of drama. It does not amuse; It does 
not titillate; It docs not excite. U does 
make one uncomfortable and uneasy. 


"Marat/Sado" is based on historical 


fact. Its setting is an Insane asylum In 
France In 1008, some years after the 
French Revolution. The Inmates arc re- 
enacting the assassination of Jean-Paul 
Marat, one of the leaders of the Revolu- 
tion, whose murder by the young Char- 
lotto Corday spurred the Jacobin reign of 
terror that eventually culminated In Na- 
poleon's rise to power. 


SERVING AS director, and In tho 


dialog with Marat, as adversary, Is the 
Marquis de Sade, a soldier and Ubertlm 


whose support of the revolution was not 
so much n matter of conviction as n re- 
lease for his own llbldlnnl satisfaction, 
hence the term "sadism." In the ploy he 
Is the only Inmate portraying himself. 


As tho play progresses, the Inmates of 


the asylum move among the midlcnco, 
moaning, groaning, attacking ono anoth- 
er, attempting to provoke reaction from 
tho audience. It Is Impossible to ignore 
thorn. 


Playwright Peter Weiss has borrowed 


two devices from earlier theater and lit- 
erature to relate his story —from Eliz- 
abethan drama, a herald, dressed like a 
court jester, who speaks In rhyme, and 
four muses from Greek mythology, wlw 
sing and chant. They only lend to tho 
sense of madness. 


THE AUDIENCE has tho sense of 


being Inmates themselves and It's a trib- 
ute to those attending tho opening night 
performance at Schaumburg Township 
Library that they stuck it out, no matter 
how uncomfortable the action may have 
mode them. Of course, If anyono had 
tried to leave, he or she might very well 
have been attacked by an Inmato or 
chased by an asylum attendant. This 
kind of activity goes on all during the 


piny and decidedly distracts one's atten- 
tion from center stage where the story's 
being told, but servos as another device 
to create the footing of lunacy. 


The action climaxes with tho stabbing 


of Marat. In fact, the Inmate portraying 
tho French revolutionist 1s slain by tho 
young victim of sleeping sickness who 
has begun to believe she truly Is Char- 
lotte Corday, spurred on by tho cruel 
Marquis do Sado. 


It's truly a dramatic feet for a group 


of amateur actors to convince an au- 
dience of tho validity of their insanity, 
and this tho Festival company docs. 
They really do n superb job with n diffi- 
cult play in a somewhat hampering the- 
' atcr setting. 


THE AlJx-1'URPOSE room of the 


Schaumburg Library Is not designed as a 
theater. It has Iwcn transformed Into the- 
nler-in-the-round for "Marat-Sade," but 
while the players are easily able to 
mingle, the room itself I found a bit too 
confining for this kind of play. I would 
have liked to hear all tho dialog, the mu- 
sings of tho muses, the verso of tho her- 
ald. (I recognize Hint facilities for the- 
ntcr arc limited in this area and that 
Festival would probably not even be able

commentary. It poses the question of 
whether violence practiced In pursuit of 
a worthy cause docs not defeat that 
cause. At the time of tho play itself, 
Franco Is back where sho started before 
tho Revolution — a new group in control, 
previous rulers In jail or guillotined and 
the poor still poor. And while the asylum 
director protests that "modern" prac- 
tices are followed in his institution, as 
evidenced by tho uso of the play to edu- 
cate them, the Inmates mock him by 
their actions. In tho end the rulers are 
ruled. 


THE ENTIRE "Marat/Sade" cast turn 


in 
excellent 
performances. 
Without 


meaning to slight anyone, I will single 
out only a few for comment. Gary May, 
whom I've not seen before, is despicably 
arrogant as the marquis, and Frank 
Gctz, who impressed me as Don Quixote 
In "The Man of La Moncha," Is excellent 
as Marat. However, the most demanding 
role, I think, Is that of Charlotte Corday, 
the half-dazed maiden who kills Marat. 
Barb Ashby is outstanding in tills part. 


Willlam'Jackson shows proper outrage 


as director of the asylum when the in- 
mates seem to bo getting out of hand. 
Joanne Wolf, as Slmonne Evrard, the 
nurse who continually bathes Marat's 
sore body, conveys her agitation and 
anxiety well. Rick Cost Is downright sen- 
sual in his portrayal of Dupcrrct, Char- 
lotte's friend. And Wayne Dickson, as the 
former priest, Jacques Roux, also is 
good. 


My hat goes off to the Festival com- 


pany and to director Joe McAullffc for 
attempting a play of this kind, and more, 
for doing it so well. Special kudos to Bob 
Maidel for tho make-up. Marat's sores 
were truly repulsive.

the Nov. 5 election, friends of stole Hep. 
William A. Redmond, D-Dcnscnvillo, 
hnva launched tin early drive to mako 
him (ho next speaker of the Illinois 
House of Representatives. 


Redmond's candidacy, being promoted 


by 
S t n t o Rep. Glenn Schneider, 


D-Napcrvllle, Is viewed by many as a 
welcome alternative to a choice between 
Siato Rep. Gerald Shea, D-Rivcrsidc, as- 
slstant House minority leader and Chi- 
raga Mayor Daley's principal agent 
there, and Slate Rep. Clyde Choatc, 
D-Anna, the minority leader whoso politi- 
cal career blossomed under the care of 
the late Paul Powell. 


Democratic members of the House 


hnvo anticipated a bloody battle between 
Shea and Choalc for the powerful post of 
speaker In the event that Democrats ob- 
tain a majority In the House. 


REDMOND, A highly respected veter- 


an legislator who could attract votes of 
both Democrats and Rcpubllans from 
Downstato as well as Iho Chicago area, 
could mako that fight academic. 


Stealing a march on both of the top 


Democratic leaders in the House, Schnei- 
der has circulated letters to all the cur- 
rent House Democrats urging their sup- 
port for Redmond. 


His candidacy Is likely to receive 


strong support from many members of 
the legislature whose resentment over 
their treatment by the leadership In the 
House has been Intensifying steadily in 
recent years. 


IT HAS BECOME standard In the 


House under Republican Speaker W. 
Robert Blair of Park Forest that most 
House members remain uninformed of 
how Important legislation is to be ban- 
died until bargains have been struck be- 
hind closed doors by Blair and the Demo- 
crats — namely Shea and Choato. 


Redmond observed to The Herald yes- 


William II. 
Hedmonil 


(onlay that the spcakcrshlp has been de- 
meaned in recent years because of extra- 
neous Interests of the men who held tlw 
post. 


Blair, in office since 1971, has used the 


formidable powers of the spcakcrshlp to 
promote his own ambitious legislative 
programs and, many believe, to promote 
his desire to become governor. 


Before him, Republican Ralph Tyler 


Smith of Alton was accused of trying to 
use his power as speaker to forward his 
own desire to become a U S. senator — 
which he was briefly by Gov. Richard 
Ogllvlc's appointment after Sen. Everett 
Dlrkscn's death. 


As late as June of this year, Redmond 


had declared that he had no interest In 
the spcakcrshlp because "I'm too old." 


APPROACHING the twilight of his po- 


lltlcnl career, however, Redmond de- 
clared that he could bo an impartial 
speaker. "I have no great legislative pro- 
gram I want to advance, and I certainly 
don't have any ambition for higher of- 
fice," ho said. 


He has been a member of the legisla- 


ture since 1059 and Democratic chairman 
of DuPage County — second most popu- 
lous in the state — for more than 10 
years. 


"Bill can attract a lot of support both 


from Downstato and the suburbs," said 
Schneider. "He would be a refreshing 
leader." 


Among suburban Democrats, represen- 


tatives Eugenia Chapman of Arlington 
Heights; Aaron Jaffo of Skokio and 
Richard Mugallon of Palatine — while 
not indicating who they would support 
for the post — agreed that Redmond 
would mako a capable speaker. 


"Among qualifications for the job, fair- 


ness would have to rank No. 1," said Mu- 
gallon, "and Bill would certainly be 
fair." 


Rep. Harold A. Katz, D-Glcncoe, has 


been the acknowledged leader of a loose 
coalition of suburban Democrats — of 
which Redmond has been a sometimes 
participant. Ho has been considered by 
some a darkhorsc candidate for the 
spcakcrshlp following a Democratic vic- 
tory in the House, but many observers 
feel his liberal style would not attract 
sufficient Downstate support, and he 
would be vigorously opposed by a num- 
ber of Daley loyalists.

As far as tackle went, he already was 


equipped with several worm rods and 
bait casting reels. Tho worn rods have 
plenty of backbone for sinking a hook in 
the tough jaws of a northern pike. 


I always found that 20-pound test lino 


— which ho used for worming — was 
ample weight for battling big northerns. 


I knew he also had an assortment of 


light tackle, and told him It would do for 
the amount of trout or walleye fishing he 
had In mind. 


As far as fishing lures go, the reports 


I've gotten from fishing companions In 
northern lakes have confirmed that some 
of the latest, brightest colored ban lures 
are the fishing rage. 


For example, a reliable angler told me 


how he boated his limit of walleyes In no 
time using a tandem spin with chart- 
reuse blades and skirt. He also said six- 
Inch plastic worms in flourcsccnt orange 
or chartreuse were taking their share 
while trailed behind a 1/8 ounce jig head. 


The Big "0" also has taken Its share 


of northern pike and walleye. Some of 
the hot colors have been chrome and 
black, gold and black and a perch pat- 
tern. 


Small bass bugs lightly popped on a 


quiet stream after dark can result in 
somo tackle-busting brown trout, espe- 
cially those tied with brown or white 
deer hair. 


Small minnow baits, such as the Rebel, 


used by bass fishermen also are affective 
on trout, and the larger ones on walleye 
and northern pike. Small Rooster Tall 
and Mcpps spinners used by many bast 
fishermen are long-time trout favorites. 


The effectiveness of the tandem spin- 


ner bait on both rauskie and northern 
pike Is backed up by tho fact that 
Llndy's Tackle Co. Is producing larger 
tandem spinners especially for use on 
those fish. 


However, the %-ounce tandem spin — 


whatever brand — used for bass fishing 
is large enough to stir any northern into 
hitting. A good idea is to add a treble 
hook as a trailer to ensure a better 
chance of penetrating the pike's bony 
Jaws. 


Buzzing bass baits can be especially 


effective for taking northern pike early 
in the morning and late in the evening. 


When my buddy returned from his flab- 


Ing trip, I asked him how he had done. 


"My relatives couldn't believe I was 


catching to many fish on such wild look- 
Ing lures as the chartreuse spinner bait," 
he said. • 


"The trip cost me more than if I had 


left my bass fishing tackle at home. 
They nearly cleaned me out of lures."

mart — just enough to get by. 


"Wo were warned to travel lightly, but 


we still ran across some supplies that wo 
took and never used," Bob said. "We had 
a tent, sleeping bags and the usual 
camping gear... mess kit, tools for the 
bicycles and about five or six changes of 
cloths. We clamped It all on the back 
racks of the bikes." 


McDermott's diary of the trip was in* 


flated with many features that are 
blinringly obllvous to the automobile 
passenger. The back roads la Wisconsin 
are some of the most beautiful In the 
country. 


Bob and Marty departed from La- 


Crosso on Aug. 11 and ran up 40 miles 
after a brief thundershower In the morn- 
Ing. 


"It's 
tough riding In the rain," 


McDcrmott testified, "although It's not 
impossible. It's just that the safety factor 
diminishes and when you finally get 
soaked to the bone, it's pretty cold." 


The first leg of the campaign brought 


the cyclers to Sparta Memorial Park and 
perfect camping accommodations for the 
night. 


From Sparta, the two pedalled to 


Rcedsburg—a 60-mile trek that inclu'dcd 
a mile and one-half stretch through one 
of three railroad tunnels the pair encoun- 
tered. 


"There are rivers on each side of the 


tunnel and it's pitch black Inside," 
McDermott described. "Water is con- 


stantly dripping from the roof of the tun- 
nel and the temperature is about 20-30 
degrees cooler inside." 


The third day's log covered 20 miles to 


the recreational center of the Wisconsin 
Dells where visits to the commercial and 
historic areas and a boat tour consumed 
the entire day. 


Thirty miles later, Bob and Marty 


were camped at Devil's Lake State Park, 
making friends with fellow bicyclists on 
the trail and resting for what was to be 
their most taxing journey of the trip. 


On Wednesday, the 14th, a 0:30 
a.m. 


alarm clock had the duo on the scats of 
their 10-spccds at 8 o'clock and on their 
way to an 87-mile junket to New Glarus, 
the Swiss Capitol of Wisconsin. 


"Not only was this stretch the longest 


of our trip, but it was the most beautiful 
and also the toughest," McDermott nar- 
rated.1 "The hills were really steep, so 
pacing yourself became extremely im- 
portant. 


"Being able to change gears at the 


right time and pedalling on the down- 
slopes to gain enough momentum to get 
up the next slope was vital. We never 
coasted because fatigue is your worst 
enemy on a biko." 


Sightseeing through the old Swiss set- 


tlements and a stop at one of the tan- 
talizing bakeries consumed Thursday 
morning. Fifty miles later, Bob and Mar- 
ty were camped on the front porch of the 
famed Milton Community House — the 
first grout-cement home in the United 


States and a stop for the underground 
railroad during the Civil War. 


Upon entering the 100-mile home 


stretch to Illinois State Beach, the pair 
averaged 10 miles per hour and ate up 
imp-half of that real estate before a cold- 
front and thunderstorms severed their 
goiil SO miles short of the finish line. 


"We were very disappointed about not 


completing our original plans, but after 
waiting for a couple hours with no sign of 
a letup in the weather, we called home 
and had my brother pick us up," 
McDcrmott said. 


In recapping the 350-mile vacation, 


McDermott couldn't place enough em- 
phasis on the equipment that made the 
journey possible. 


"Some people claim you can make the 


trip on a three-speed bike, but I don't 
believe It. I used every gear on my 10- 
speed at one time or another. 


"Another must arc the tote clips — the 


little stirrups that hold the balls of your 
feet on the pedals and keep your muscles 
from tiring." he continued. 


"It good to wear light-colored clothing 


for visual efficiency and high-caliber 
touring tires take the worry out of get- 
ting Hats." 


But mostly, Bob and Marty will re- 


member the sconic bluffs tucked along 
the limestone, bed Wisconsin BIkeway, 
the historic landmarks that are con- 
cealed by the miles upon miles of corn 
fields and the friendship and hospitality 
that can only be realized from the scat of 
a bicycle.

Prevention is treatment 
for painful rabies bite 


If you plan a camping trip or picnic In 


Ilio woods, you should realize that rabies 
Is not uncommon among wildlife — espe- 
cially skunks, foxes, and bats. 


Lawrence O'Dollly, University of Illi- 


nois Extension health education special- 
ist, says In splto of medical knowledge 
concerning tho prevention of rabies, the 
fact remains that once symptoms of the 
disease develop, in men or animals, 
death Invariably results. Therefore, the 
only way to traat rabies Is to prevent It 
— cither by avoidance or by vaccination 
If exposed. 


Rabies — a virus disease — affects tho 


brain and spinal cord of animals and 
men. Tho virus Is transmitted In the sa- 
liva of Infected animals. 


Although uncommon In man, rabies Is 


widespread among both wild and domes- 
tlcalcd animals. In Illinois, the Incidence 
of the disease hat Increased In recent 
year* — especially among wildlife. Ac-

cording to the Illinois Department of 
Health, 222 positive cases of animal 
rabies were reported In Illinois last year. 


The Infected animals Included seven 


bats, 16 cattle, 15 cats, 13 dogs, ono 
horse, 11 foxes, and 159 skunks. More 
than 60 per cent of Illinois' 102 counties 
reported at least ono case of animal 
rabies in 1973. One county reported 20 
cases, 18 of which Involved skunks. 


To Insure safety, assume the possi- 


bility of rabies if bitten by cither wild or 
domestic animals. Even If not actually 
bitten by a rabid animal, you can ttlU 
become Infected by tho Infected animal's 
saliva coming In contact with an open 
wound. 


O'Reilly says there's no easy way to 


recognize a rabid animal. In the early 
stages, tho animal may appear normal. 


The most noticeable signs of rabies in 


dogs or other animals Include restless- 
ness. Irritability, snarling, biting and In. 
ability to stand. In one form of the dis- 
ease, these symptoms may be so slight 
as to go unnoticed. 


Sometimes a rabid animal gives tho 


appearance of having something lodged 
In its throat. This is especially dangerous 
to farmers who attempt to remove what 
they believe to bo an obstruction In tho 
throats of cattle or horses. Rabid, wild 
animals often lose their fear of humans. 


If bitten by an animal, you should sum- 


mon law enforcement and medical assis- 
tance Immediately. Don't try to capture 
and compound a suspected animal. 
Moreover, don't attempt to treat yourself 
for animal bites. 


If the suspected animal Is rabid, a phy- 


sician can administer rabies vaccination 
to the exposed Individual. 


Successful prevention of rabies in- 


volves avoiding stray and wild animals, 
faithful vaccination of domestic animals 
In compliance with the law, and control 
of rabid wildlife populations by proper 
authorities.

Since the Coast Guard is presently in 


need of new recruits to meet the growing 
demands for Coast Guard assistance, a 
practical demonstration of helicopter alr- 
cvac (airlift) procedures will be shown In 
Fox Lake during the Labor Day week- 
end. 


During this show, both the boating 


safety division and the recruiting divi- 
sion will have booths set up at Korpcns 
Landing to supply boating safety liter- 
ature to the public, as well as offer infor- 
mation on recruitment into this vital ser- 
vice. 


At approximately 2 p.m. Sunday, one 


of the Coat Guard rescue helicopters 
from the Coast Guard Alrstatlon at Glen- 
view, will land on the water In the area 
of Mincola Boy adjacent to Korpcns 
Landing and demonstrate pickup proce- 
dures lifting an Injured person from tho 
water. 


The helicopter will then traverse the 


entire Chain '0 Lakes area at relatively 
low altittido to enable the general public 
to view the chopper from close range. 


It will then return to the pickup area 


and lower the person in "the basket" to 
a boat underway, for subsequent delivery 
to a waiting ambulance and further med- 
ical aid. 


Weather and seas permitting, the hell 


copter will again land on the water, stop 
its rotors and permit a small boat to ap- 
proach its landing platform to discharge 
passengers from the boat to the helicop- 
ter. 


There will he ample space for the pub- 


lic In view tlie entire demonstration In 
the Knrpcns Landing area. The area will 
he patrolled by Coast Guard Auxiliary 
patrol boats beginning at noon to keep nil 
transient boats out. 


Spectator boats who wish to view the 


demonstration from their vessels will be 
permitted to enter the area and anchor 
along the shoreline in a strip not more 
than 200 feet offshore, providing they re- 
main at anchor until the demonstration 
is completed. 


Access to the anchoring area will be 


closed at 1:45 p.m. with no boats enter 
ing or leaving until after the show.

The controversial steel substitute, In- 


troduced to diminish and eventually de- 
stroy lend poisoning In unterfowl, bus 
its shortcomings. 


Steel pellets are llgliter than lend 


which causes tlx* former to become in- 
creasingly less effective over greater dis- 
tances. Steel shot users nro urged to bo 
patient and wait for their birds to fly as 
near as possible, preferably Inside -10 
yards.

use of steel shot may cause scoring or 
bulges, which, though not hazardous, 
could spoil tho appearance and pattern- 
ing characteristics of the gun. 


The U.S. Fish nnd Wildlife Service has 


proposed a thrcc-yoar phascout of lead 
shot for waterfowl hunting starting in 
1970, but a final decision will not bo 
made until after public hearings sched- 
uled for each of tho Pacific, Central, 
Mississippi and Atlantic Flyways. 


The time and place of the hearings is 


yet to bo determined, but 30 days ad- 
vance public notice will be given by the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service.

Schools help youngsters overcome the first-day jitters 


BKCKTO 
SCHOOL

When school bells ring this week, many 


children wilt bo going to school for tlio 
first time — and most of them will be 
afraid. 


It's a common problem, says Betty Zc- 


Icnka, school psychologist in Palatine- 
Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15. Many children 
are afraid whrn they first como to 
school, she says. They can be afraid for 
any number of reasons and the extent of 
their fears can range from a simple case 
of the jitters to a real phobia. 


It's usually not a serious problem but 


it is one that commands the attention of 


teachers and parents alike during the 
first few days or weeks of school, Some 
children will cry or get angry. Others 
will withdraw and sit in a corner hoping 
they won't bo noticed. And some will 
simply refuse to talk. 


"SCHOOL IS pretty threatening," says 


Mcrlyn Swnnson, school psychologist In 
Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59. "Adults get 
scared when they start a new job." Mrs. 
Zclenka says school is one of the first 
places outside the homo where work Is 
required. "Really, in a way, going to 
school is the child's first job," she says. 


"Every child has butterflies in the 


stomach starting school," Swanson sold. 
"I'd soy It would be abnormal not to be 
afraid of school." 


Although most children are nervous 


when they start school, there arc many 
things parents can do to make that first 
day a little easier, Mrs. Zclenka sold. A 
parent should sec that his child develops 
Independence and responsibility. The 
child also should be able to dress and 
take care of himself and get along with 
other children and adults. 


SOME CHILDREN with older brothers 


or sisters haven't had a chance to devel- 
op responsibility, Mrs. Zclenka said, be- 


cause it Is .easier for Mom to send the 
older children on errands. "Sometimes 
this youngest child just hasn't been 
called upon," she said. 


"A child can gain confidence from in- 


termingling with children his own age," 
Mrs. Zclenka said, but parents also 
s h o u l d "encourage interaction with 
adults, especially for businesslike rea- 
sons," such as running errands. "The as- 
signment of something resembling a 
chore or a task that would benefit the 
whole family" helps the child develop a 
"sense of accomplishment," she said. 


"The child who Is confident walking up 


and down the street talking to neighbors 
will feel confident going to school," said 
Merle Nevenhoven, psychologist in Dist. 
59. 


A BASIC PROBLEM is a child's depend- 


ence on his mother, Nevenhoven said, 
and it Is just as Important to develop the; 
mother's confidence In the child as the* 
child's confidence in himself. 


"Most mothers feel very bad about los- 


ing their babies at kindergarten time. 
They get depressed about it," Nevenho- 
ven said. Last year in Dlst. 59 a mother 
Insisted on walking her child to kinder-

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Harth takes lie test 
Policeman cleared 
of theft accusations

A lie-lector test has cleared Sgt. Frank 


Harth of the Buffalo Grove police of any 
involvement in an alleged theft from a 
village store in 1971, officials said Tucs- 
<by 


Harth was accused of stealing mer- 


chandise from Scott's Store in the Buf- 
falo Grove Moll by former patrolman 
Flo)d Mcrcnkov, who recently resigned 
from the police department. The theft al- 
legedly occurred several months before 
Merenkov joined the force. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said he has 


been informed that a lle-dctcctor test ad- 
ministered Monday Indicated Harth was 
not Involved In the alleged offense. Hnrtli 
volunteered several weeks ago to take 
the examination to clear his name. 


"I believe Sgl. Harth volunteered to 


take the polygraph examination out of 
respect for the community and a desire 
to cxpresn his personal honesty and In- 
tegrity." Larson said. "I always have 
been completely satisfied with hli com- 
ment* and denials concerning the alleged 
Incident" 


IN A MEMORANDUM to Larson, 


Nicholas Tufano, chairman of the (Ire 
and police commission said, "Each and 
every allegation made, and denied by 
Sgt Harth \vm the object of careful and 
intcn.se scrutiny under polygraph. In 
each nml ex cry instance, Sgt. Harth was 
shown to be truthful in his denials " 


Tufnno and Police Chief Harry Walsh 


accompanied Harth to John E. Reid and 
Avoclntes. TOO S. Michigan Avc., Chi- 
cago, for Ihc polygraph examination. Tu- 
fano and Wnlih were unavailable for 
comment Tuesday, but Lanon said nei- 
ther was present when Harth was ques- 
tioned 


Sfit. Frank 
Harth: 
Cleared 


Lanon had said as recently as Monday 


that a copy of the questions asked of 
Harth would be released to the press. 
Tuesday, however, he sold the fire and 
police commission rules prohibit the re- 
lease of the questions. 


"I have no authority to release that 


Information," he said. "But I can say 
that Sgt. Harth was given a detailed and 
complete examination concerning the al- 
leged tlieft." 


In the memo to Larson, Tufano said, 


"We consider the results of this exam- 
ination In detail to partake of the same 
confidentiality as a medical examination 
and other records of the police and fire 
commission, and further disclosure of its 
contents shall not be made." 


ROBERT PKTnitS. a polygraph exam- 


iner for John E. Reid and Associates, re- 
fused to comment or even acknowledge 
that Harth had undergone questioning. 


Prior to the examination, Walsh and 


Larson said an investigation into the 
charges against Harth showed them to 
be untrue. They said all the charges 
made by Mcrcnkov against Harth and 
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other members of the department were 
based on "rumor and hearsay." 


Merenkov had charged that several 


sergeants in the department were guilty 
of various acts of misconduct. He was, 
however, unable to supply specific times 
and places for all the alleged acts of mis- 
conduct, they said. 


About two weeks ago, Walsh said he 


believed Harth already had been "totally 
exonerated" of all charges against hta 
and said he was confident the polygraph 
examination would reaffirm his and Lar- 
son's findings. 


LARSON SAID HE believes Walsh and 


the police department "exhibited profes- 
sionalism and Impartiality In conducting 
the Investigation." 


In the memo to Larson, Tufano also 


stated, "With the conclusion of this phase 
of the investigation (polygraph exam- 
ination) we consider this matter closed, 
in favor of the accused, Sgt. Frank W. 
Harth, and no further action will be tak- 
en." 


Village board members were requested 


by fellow trustee Edward Osmon and nu- 
merous residents to conduct on in- 
vestigation into the charges made by Me- 
renkov, but said they will take no action 
until someone produces "hard evidence" 
of misconduct in the police department, 
department. 


Mcrenkov, 27, was suspended In July 


by Walsh who asked the fire and police 
c o m m i s s i o n for his dismissal. He 
charged Merenkov with Insubordination, 
disobeying an order, disrespect for o su- 
perior and taking action derogatory to 
the force.

Wheeling to seek injunction 
against firms for stockpiles

The Village of Wheeling plans to seek 


an Injunction against Rock Road Con- 
struction Co. and Meyer Material Co. be- 
cause of pollution problems resulting 
from their open stockpiling of materials. 


The village board Monday directed Its 


attorney to seek an injunction preventing 
further operations until the firms comply 
with village ordinances governing stock- 
piling. 


Angry residents from the cast Dun- 


hurst area told the board Monday that 
materials from the open stockpiles are 
blown into their yards, coating their 
houses and swimming pools'with a gritty 
oil film. 


"THE PROBLEM IS not a new one," 


Alberta Klockc, 245 E. Wayne PI., sold, 
noting a 1969 court case against Rock 
Road for nolso pollution problems. As a 
result of that case, Rock Road was fined 
$23 for exceeding nolso limits In the vil- 
lage. 


Thomas Markus, Wheeling adminis- 


trative assistant, said the gritty oil film 
apparently reacts chemically with the 
paint on the houses, since It actually cats 
into the wood. Ho said'the problem Is 
most apparent when there Is a strong 
east wind which blows tho materials into 
tho Dunhurst area. 


Trustee William Hcin questioned the 


wisdom of an Injunction, noting that it 
would hamper asphalt and concrete pro- 
duction that already has been delayed by 
the recent two-month cement truckdrl- 
vers' strike. Lawrence Oppcnhelmer, vil- 
lage engineer and public works director, 
noted that Rock Road is low bidder for 
asphalt and Meyer Material is low bidder 
for concrete for the village's street- 
maintenance program. 


OTHER BOARD members, however, 


said that the village should take legal 
action against the two firms despite the 
possible delay of the street program. 


"I'd like to get them to close it up," 


said Trustee Albert Lang. "We've been 
after them for years, and they keep say- 
Ing we're going to do something and that 
something Is to keep polluting. They use 
all kinds of excuses, and it's time to ei-

Its own post office and has written to 
U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, to de- 
termine how the village can go about ob- 
taining it Crane has not supplied the in- 
formation, she said, but has referred the 
matter to the U S Postal Service which 
will conduct a feasibility study on the 
proposal. 


Those at the roundtable agreed that 


the village population is large enough to 
warrant its own post office. Buffalo 
Grove mail currently Is handled by the 
Wheeling Post Office. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said a vil- 


lage post office would give Buffalo Grove 
Identity, a needed service and help the 
village attract businesses to its proposed 
town center. 


Former trustee Edward Fabish, chair- 


man of the roundtable session, said he 
believes 
residents 
and organizations 


should apply "consistent pressure" to 
federal officials in the hope of being 
granted a post office. One person also 
suggested that village board members 
pass a resolution asking for a post office 
and forward it to federal authorities. 


THE BUFFALO GROVE Junior Wom- 


an's Club, which successfully instituted a 
bicycle licensing and safety program last 
spring, is now proposing that youngsters 
in the community be given bicycle skills 
tests.

nonr Wnodflold Shopping Center, said 
Tuesday his plan will pay for itself and 
the residents of Schaumburg and the 
Northwest suburbs will not have to help 
pick up the $23) million tab with tax dol- 
lars. 


Bennett put liU plan for the project in 


terms not only of the boom In the sub- 
urbn but of the future of urban America 
(luring iin Interview In Herald offices 
Tucwlay. 


The J230 million "metro center" pro- 


posed for tlic Union 76 property near 
Woodfield is part of what Bennett sees as 


the Inevitability of the suburbs to sustain 
hlRli quality entertainment and service 
facilities — and to demand entertain- 
ment facilities In preference to those In 
the Loop. 


THE DEVELOPER said that his stud- 


ies — and those of urban planners — con- 
clude that the Northwest suburbs arc the 
most "uncntcrtalncd and under-serviced" 
area of their sizo and wealth In the coun- 
try. 


Further, he concludes that while the 


center of Chicago will retain its business 
influence for some time, the core city 
has not and will not attract suburbanites 
as a place to be entertained or to shop. 
"The very nature of the suburbs ore 


changing," Bennett said. Tho suburbs 
are becoming more urban in the fact 
that more and more people work near 
where they live, and the fact that chang- 
ing family patterns give diversity to the 
suburbs. 


Bennett said that the Northwest subur- 


ban area Is a region with common prob- 
lems and perhaps common solutions. He 
said that although each community gov- 
erns Itself with varying degrees of effi- 
ciency, the common marketing and so- 
cial aspects of the suburbs hath bind 
them together and make them unique. 


"AMEIUCA IS developing along corri- 


dors," he said. These corridors used to 
bo the railroad lines and the rivers but 
arc now the superhighways which link 


the Northwest suburbs to the whole met- 
ropolitan hub." The intersection of Rte. 
53 and the Northwest Tollway Is such a 
focal point far future development that 
the area cannot help but become a cen- 
tral region for a powerful corridor of 
population and commerce extending 
from O'Hare to Elgin. 


In saying so, Bennett also justifies Ills 


own plans for Woodfield 76, but his views 
coincide with views of urban planners 
such as Pierre doVlse who says the en- 
tire future of Chicago lies Northwest of 
the city. 


"Even without O'Hare," Bennett said, 


"this area would grow, but add to it the 
busiest airport In the world and the pic- 
ture is complete."

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Schools help youngsters overcome the first-day jitters 


BfxCKTO 
SCHOOL

When school bells ring this week, many 


children will bo going lo school for the 
first time — and most of them will bo 
iifrnld. 


It's a common problem, says Betty Ze- 


lenkn, school psychologist In Palatinc- 
Kolllng Meadows Olst. 15. Many children 
arc nfrald when they first como to 
school, sho says. They can be afraid for 
nny number of reasons and the extent of 
their fears can range from a simple case 
of the jitters to a real phobia. 


It's usually not a serious problem but 


It Is one that commands the attention of 


teachers and parents alike during tho 
first few days or weeks of school. Some 
children will cry or get angry. Others 
will withdraw and sit In a corner hoping 
they won't bo noticed. And some will 
simply refuse to talk. 


"SCHOOL IS pretty threatening," soys 


Mcrlyn Swanson, school psychologist in 
Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59. "Adults get 
scored when they start a new job." Mrs. 
Zclenka says school Is ono of the first 
places outside tho homo where work is 
required. "Really, In a way, going to 
school Is tho child's first job," she says. 


"Every child has butterflies In the 


stomach starting school," Swanson said. 
"I'd soy it would be abnormal not to be 
afraid of school." 


Although most children are nervous 


when they start school, there are many 
things parents can do to make that first 
day a little easier, Mrs. Zclenka said. A 
parent should sec that his child develops 
independence and responsibility. The 
child also should be able to dress and 
take care of himself and get along with 
other children and adults. 


SOME CHILDREN with older brothers 


or sisters haven't had a chance to devel- 
op responsibility, Mrs. Zclonka said, be- 


cause it is easier for Mom to send tho 
older children on errands. "Sometimes 
this youngest child just hasn't been 
called upon," she said. 


"A child can gain confidence from in- 


termingling with children his own age," 
Mrs. Zclenka said, but parents also 
s h o u l d "encourage Interaction with 
adults, especially for businesslike rea- 
sons," such as running errands. "The as- 
signment of something resembling a 
chore or a task that would benefit the 
whole family" helps the child develop a 
"sense of accomplishment," sho said. 


"The child who Is confident walking up 


and down the street talking to neighbors 
will feel confident going to school," said 
Merle Ncvenhovcn, psychologist in Dlst. 
59. 


A BASIC PROBLEM Is a child's depend- 


ence on his mother, Ncvenhovcn said, 
and it Is just as important to develop the 
mother's confidence in tho child as the 
child's confidence in himself. 


"Most mothers feel very bad about los- 


ing their babies at kindergarten time. 
They get depressed about it," Nevenho- 
vcn said. Last year In Dist. 59 a mother 
insisted on walking her child to kinder-

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Three firemen 
reinstated—• 
with back pay

Three DCS Plaines firemen, suspended 


almost two months ago by the city's 
Board of Police and Flro Commissioners, 
hove been cleared of charges and rein- 
stated on the forco with back pay. 


Tho firemen — Dennis Schlelic, Gordon 


L. Meyer and John Huegc — were re- 
moved from suspension and ordered 
Monday to return to work with full pay 
dating back to July 2, when they wcro 
first ordered off duty. 


Schlclle, Meyer and Hucgc had been 


accused of not complying with depart- 
ment rules and bringing disrepute to the 
force, but the three-man commission 
said in a written finding that evidence 
was "insufficient" to warrant further 
disciplinary action. 


Schlelic and Meyer could not bo 


reached yesterday but Huegc said In an 
Interview ho was happy with tho deci- 
sion, laying It was a "fair judgment — I 
expected It to happen. It strengthens my 
feeling about their being a fair and just 
board." 


Hucgc also said ho has not ruled out 


the possibility of bringing a damage suit 
against city officials. Hucgc claims his 
civil rights wcro violated as a result of 
his suspension. 


T1IK SUSPENSIONS stemmed from 


the arrests of Meyer and Schlelic by 
Rolling Meadows police in June. 


They wcro charged with disorderly 


conduct and damago to property for an 
alleged break-In at tho home of Schicllc's 
ex-wife. Hucgc, reportedly with the two 
at the time, was never arrested or 
charged. 


Schlelic and Meyer wcro later cleared 
of charges In court but tho 30-day sus- 
pensions against all three men were lev- 
ied after Fire Chief Donald Corey filed 
charges against them. 


A second suspension was Imposed after 


n hearing before tho board last month. 
That action prompted tho DCS Plaines 
Professional Firefighters Assn., the fire- 
men's union, to vote on seeking a legal 
opinion whether the second suspension 
constituted a violation of the three fire- 
men's civil rights. 


Flro Capt. Charles Gcdroic, president 


of the association, also said his group 
would ask for review and possible revi- 
sion of department rules as well as spe- 
cific information nbout what grounds the 
commission uses in administering sus- 
pensions and dismissals from the forco. 


A. C. WILSON, a commission member 


said he docs not object to spelling out 
such guidelines for firemen, but a prob- 
lem exists because the constitutionality 
of the rules, regulations and require- 
ments such boards use is under constant 
challenge in courts. 


"The laws arc one thing when you go 


to bed at night and another when you get 
up in the morning," he said. 


Gcdroic said the firefighters group Will 


still seek n rules review despite the ac- 
quittal of Schlelic, Meyer and Hucgc, 
"for the good of the department so this 
doesn't come up again." 


Reacting to the decision Corey sold, 


"Wo hove a very fair-minded board of 
police and fire commissioners. It's their 
decision and I abide by it."

Board of Education has ended several 
weeks of controversy by voting to accept 
a committee recommendation which will 
send Mount Prospect school children to 
DCS Plaines schools this fall. 


The board voted 5 to 1 to accept the 


committee's recommendation with the 
lone objecting vote cast by DCS Plaines 
resident, board member Judith Zanca. 


The decision received mixed reaction 


from persons at the Monday night meet- 
ing. 


The vote followed a 90-minute dis- 


cussion which broke down at times into 
arguments among parents over I:ow to 
solve boundary problems. 


THE BOARD DECIDED to Investigate 


possible boundary changes in the John 
Jay School area of Mount Prospect ear- 
lier this summer and charged the School 
Community Council Board to make a 
recommendation after studying the mat- 
ter. 


A change was made necessary due to 


overcrowding at Jay. 


The committee's recommendation, to 


send future John Jay students to Brent- 
wood and High Ridge Knolls schools, 
came under fire from parents from the 
two Des Plaines schools who said they 
were not involved in the decision making 
process. 


During the meeting two main propos- 


als were considered by the board. One 
called for solving the Jay overcrowding 
problem immediately. The other called 
for a district-wide study of boundaries, 
delaying a boundary change at least until 
the first of the year. 


AFTER THE board's decision

Zanca said she would call for a district-

Aldermen critical of city engineer 
Extra pay for sewer work questioned 


A contractor's bookkeeping inconsist- 


encies could hove cost the city hundreds 
of dollars extra, a DCS Plaines City 
Council committee has learned. 


Aid. Thomas Koplos, 1st, chairman of 


the council's sewer and water com- 
mittee, reviewed time sheets Monday 
night submitted by the George W. Kenne- 
dy Co., Antloch, for installation of a 
scries of scwor backup valves In the city 
last April. 


Koplos also said the city was charged 


for at least three laborers who according 
to the contractor's time sheets wcro 
working on another project in Liber- 
tyvlllc when they were supposedly work- 
Ing In DCS Plaines. 


Another alderman raised the question 


of a possible conflict of interest between 
City Engineer Robert Bowcn and tho 
contractor because Bowen's son is a 
truckdriver for tho company. 


I10WEN DENIED the suggestion of a 


conflict of interest which had been raised 
by Aid. Charles Bolck, 3rd, and said his 
son had been working for Kennedy well 
before the DCS Plaines project ever was 
started. 


Tho extra charges amount to approxi- 


mately $11,000 for tho Installation of one 
in a scries of back valves being con- 
structed throughout tho city to prevent 
Metropolitan Sanitary District sewers 
from surcharging into the city's system 
during heavy rains. 


Kennedy explained that the additional 


charges for the ono valve, located at Riv- 
er Road and Leo Street, wcro required 


because the installation was much more 
difficult than the other valves which 
were installed in the city. 


He denied that he padded his bills to 


the city In any way and contended that in 
several cases he did extra work at no 
charge to the city. 


THE INCIDENT, which first came to 


light earlier this month when tho city 
council was presented with the bill for 
the extra charges, also brought addition- 


al criticism of Bowcn for failing to keep 
tabs on Kennedy's work. 


Koplos and Aid. Alan Abrams, 8th, 


were critical of the city engineering de- 
partment. 


"It appears to me the business prac- 


tices of the engineering department are 
at best slipshod," Koplos said. 


Abrams added that lie was tired of the 


aldermen doing the work that a city de- 
partment was supposed to be doing. 


"This has really corked me off, It's a 


disgraceful reflection on certain depart- 
ments and I am beginning to lose con- 
fidence in those departments," Abrams 
added. 


Although Koplos said he would not rec- 


ommend that the city council pay the ex- 
tra charges at this time, he did agree to 
meet with Bowcn to attempt to work out 
the discrepancies in the bill submitted by 
tho contractor and possibly arrange for 
payment for some of the work.

City won't need sewer outfall permits: Behrel 


Den Plalnes officials have determined 


that the city will not need to seek U S. 
Environmental Protection Agency per- 
mits for any of the sanitary sewers that 
discharge into the DCS Plalnes River 
within the city limits. 


Mayor Herbert H. Dehrel said Tuesday 


that n study of city records has deter- 
mined that none of the eight sanit.iry 
sewer outfalls Into the river arc owned 
by the city. 


The city was told recently by the EPA 


that it uould need to apply for permits 
for the outfalls. The outfalls result from 
sewage bypassing the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District system when the MSD sew- 
ers are overloaded. Tlw city also was 
warned that failure to obtain permits 
could result in fines. 


IIKIIHKL SAID THAT the records re- 


veal only eight sanitary sewage outfalls 
exist, rather than a reported 34, and that 
all are owned by parties other than the 
city.

of the outfalls. 


"I am not contemplating the city filing 


any applications for any permits in this 
matter," Bchrel said.

Schools help youngsters overcome the first-day jitters

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Schools help youngsters overcome the first-day jitters

Wlicn school bells ring this week, many 


children will bo going to school for the 
first time — and most of thorn will be 
f.frnld. 


It's a common problem, says Betty Ze- 


Icnka, school psychologist In Palatine- 
Rolling Meadows Dlst. IS. Many children 
arc afraid wlttn they first como to 
school, sho says. They can be afraid for 
nny number of reasons and the extent of 
their fears can range from a simple case 
of the jitters to a real phobia. 


It's usually not a serious problem but 


It is ono that commands the attention of 


teachers and parents alike during tho 
first few days or weeks of school. Somo 
children will cry or get angry. Others 
will withdraw and sit in a corner hoping 
they won't be noticed. And some will 
simply refuse to talk. 


"SCHOOL IS pretty threatening," says 


Mcrlyn Swnnson, school psychologist in 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59. "Adults get 
scared when they start a new Job." Mrs. 
Zclcnka says school Is ono of tho first 
places outside tho home where work is 
required. "Really, In a way, going to 
school Is the child's first job," sho says. 


"Every child has butterflies in the 


stomach starting school," Swanson said. 
"I'd say It would be abnormal not to bo 
afraid of school." 


Although most children are nervous 


when they start school, there are many 
things parents can do to make that first 
day a little easier, Mrs. Zclenka said. A 
parent should sec that his child develops 
Independcnco and responsibility. The 
child also should be able to dress and 
take care of himself and get along with 
other children and adults. 


SOME CHILDREN with older brothers 


or sisters haven't had a chance to devel- 
op responsibility, Mrs. Zclcnka said, be- 


cause it Is easier for Mom to send the 
older children on errands. "Sometimes 
this youngest child just hasn't been 
called upon," she said. 


"A child can gain confidence from in- 


termingling with children his own age," 
Mrs. Zelcnka said, but parents also 
s h o u l d "encourage interaction with 
adults, especially for businesslike rea- 
sons," such as running errands. "The as- 
signment of something resembling a 
chore or a task that would benefit the 
whole family" helps the child develop a 
"sense of accomplishment," she said. 


"The child who Is confident walking up 


and down tho street talking to neighbors 
will feel confident going to school," said 
Merle Ncvenhoven, psychologist In Dist. 
59. 


A BASIC PROBLEM is a child's depend- 


ence on his mother, Ncvenhoven said, 
and It Is just as important to develop the 
mother's confidence in the child u the 
child's confidence in himself. 


"Most mothers feel very bad about los- 


ing their babies at kindergarten time. 
They get depressed about It," Nevenho; 
vcn said. Last year in Dlst. 59 a mother 
insisted on walking her child to kinder-

tween teachers and administrators In 
Palatine-Rolling Meadows School Dlst. 15 
was reached Monday night, calling for 
teacher salary Increases ranging from

The figures, quoted by Thomas Kclley, 


chief negotiator for the teachers, repre- 


sent an aggregate 12 per cent Increase in 
salary expenditures by Dlst. 15. An ag- 
gregate Increase includes the raise a 
teacher regularly gets for an additional 
year of experience, plus an added raise. 


Last year, the district spent a total of 


$6,349,966 on a teacher salary schedule 
that ranged from $8,250 to $16,306. An ng-

15, said that some terms of 
the contract language arc being clarified 
by both negotiating groups. Kelley said 
David Tomchek of the Illinois Education 
Assn., the teachers' union, is writing up 
the contract with the help of Richard 
Zxvclback, Dlst.

KELLEY SAID his negotiating.team is

Public works crews removed 
the motor Tuesday and hope to have it 
fixed and the well back in operation this 
weekend, said Plate. 


Well 7 is located in a critical position 


in tho village water sytcm and Is a high 
supplier of water, Plate said, "He esti- 
mated 000 to 1,000 gallons of water arc 
pumped at Welt 7 every minute. 


Well 1 on Lincoln Street is being re- 


paired and is expccttd to bo out of oper- 
ation for six months. The long, dry spell 
this summer also has added to the vil- 
lage's water problems, said Plate.

district will not purchase the one-acre 
Pepper Tree site that had been pre- 
viously considered for development. 


PARK DISTRICT Pros, Thomas Pat- 


ten said the district had applied to the 
state for land grants to purchase either 
the one-acre Pepper Tree site at Pepper 
Tree Drive and Garden roads, or to pur- 
chase the five-acre Home and Oak site. T 


Sixteen Pepper Tree residents attended 


the park district meeting Monday night 
.to protest the development of the Pepper 
Tree Site. 


The residents presented results from a 


survey of subdivision residents to the 
rural park district board that indicated 
the proposed development of tennis 
courts on the Pepper Tree property was 
not favored. 


JACK SCHMITT. a spokesman for the 


Pepper Tree group, said that residents 
don't want public park facilities because 
the subdivision has Its own pool and open 
space areas. The Pepper Tree Home- 
owners Assn. would like to purchase the 
Pepper Tree site from the Kaufman and 
Broad, developers of the subdivision, to 
develop the land, possibly as a play- 
ground, for private use by the residents, 
SchmlU said. 


Patten explained that the opposed ten- 


nis courts appeared on the tentative 
plans for the Pepper Tree site that were 
prepared by park and recreation planner 
Alan Caskcy for the district as a sug- 
gested means of land development. 


Caskey feels that the opposition by 


Pepper Tree residents to the devel- 
opment of the site as a park is typical of 
the common problem, "that people want 
parks but not across the street from 
them." 


THE HOME and Oak site Is directly 


cast of the Pepper Tree site and is lo- 
cated between the Pepper Tree and 
Hcatherlca subdivision and is not consid- 
ered to be in either, Patten said. 


The park district has not yet received 


any response from residents living adja- 
cent to the Home and Oak site, although 
"resident response on the use of the land 
is welcome," Patten said. 


Patten said that the Home and Oak 


property would probably be used for ten- 
nis courts, baseball diamonds, play- 
grounds, and picnic areas which ap- 
peared to bo major requests made by 
park district residents in a recent district 
survey.

THE $33,000 IN state grant money

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Schools help youngsters overcome the first-day jitters 


BfKCKTO 
SCHOOL

When school bells ring this week, many 


children will be going to school for the 
first time — and most of them will bo 
afraid. 


It's a common problem, says Betty Ze- 


Icnka, school psychologist in Palatine- 
Rolling Meadows Dist. 15. Many children 
arc afraid wh*n they first come to 
school, she says. They can be afraid for 
any number of reasons and the extent of 
their fears can range from a simple case 
of the jitters to a real phobia. 


It's usually not a serious problem but 


it Is one that commands the attention of 


teachers and parents alike during the 
first few days or weeks of school. Some 
children will cry or get angry. Others 
will withdraw and sit In a corner hoping 
they won't be noticed. And some will 
simply refuse to talk. 


"SCHOOL IS pretty threatening," says 


Merlyn Swanson, school psychologist in 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59. "Adults get 
scared when they start a new job." Mrs. 
Zclcnka soys school is one of the first 
places outsldo the home where work Is 
required. "Really, in a way, going to 
school Is tho child's first job," she says. 


"Every child has butterflies In tho 


stomach starting school," Swanson said. 
"I'd say it would be abnormal not to bo 
afraid of school." 


Although most children ore nervous 


when they start school, there arc many 
things parents can do to make that first 
day a little easier, Mrs. Zclcnka sold. A 
parent should sec that his child develops 
independence and responsibility. The 
child also should be able to dress and 
take care of himself and get along with 
other children and adults. 


SOME CHILDREN with older brothers 


or sisters haven't had a chance to devel- 
op responsibility, Mrs. Zelonka said, be- 


cause it is easier for Mom to send tho 
older children on errands. "Sometimes 
this youngest child just hasn't been 
called upon," she said. 


"A child can gain confidence from in- 


termingling with children his own age," 
Mrs. Zclcnka said, but parents also 
s h o u l d "encourage interaction with 
adults, especially for businesslike rea- 
sons," such as running errands. "The as- 
signment of something resembling a 
chore or a task that would benefit the 
whole family" helps the child develop a 
"sense of accomplishment," she said. 


"The child who Is confident walking up 


and down tho street talking to neighbors 
will feel confident going to school," said 
Merle Nevonhovcn, psychologist in Dist." 
59. 


A BASIC PIIOBLEM Is a child's depend- 


ence on his mother, Nevenhovcn said, 
and it is just as important to develop the 
mother's confidence In the child as the 
child's confidence in himself. 


"Most mothers feel very bad about los- 


ing their babies at kindergarten time. 
They get depressed about it," Nevenho- 
vcn said. Last year in Dist. 59 a mother 
insisted on walking her child to kinder-

Longer school hours means

Patten explained that the opposed ten- 


nis courts appeared on the tentative 
plans for the Pepper Tree site that were 
prepared by park and recreation planner 
Alan Caskcy for the district as a sug- 
gested means of land development.

Rural park district attorney Roger 


Bjorvik said that he will be making a 
written offer to the individual landowner 
of the Home and Oalr parcel, and will 
negotiate a price with him if necessary. 


The rural park district has also applied 


for federal funding for two sites each ad- 
jacent to the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict flood control sites in Palatine Town- 
ship. One is a 10-acrc site in the northern 
part of the township and the other is a 
15-acre site in the southern part of the 
township.

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Schools help youngsters overcome the first-day jitters 


BkCKTO 
SCHOOL

When school bells ring this week, many 


children will be going to school for the 
first time — and most of them will bo 
afraid. 


It's a common problem, says Betty Zc- 


Icnka, school psychologist In Palatine- 
Rolling Meadows Olst. 15. Many children 
arc afraid whrn they first come to 
school, she says. They can be afraid for 
any number of reasons and the extent of 
their fears can range from a simple case 
of the jitters to a real phobia. 


It's usually not a serious problem but 


It Is one that commands the attention of 


teachers and parents alike during the 
first few days or weeks of school. Some 
children will cry or get angry. Others 
wilt withdraw and sit In a comer hoping 
they won't bo noticed. And some will 
simply refuse to talk. 


"SCHOOL IS pretty threatening," says 


Mcrlyn Swanson, school psychologist In 
Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59. "Adults get 
scared when they start a new job." Mrs. 
Zelenkn s«ys school Is one of the first 
places outside the homo where work is 
required, "Really, in a way, going to 
school Is the child's first job," she says. 


"Every child has butterflies In the 


stomach starting school," Swanson said. 
"I'd say it would be abnormal not to bo 
afraid of school." 


Although most children arc nervous 


when they start school, there aro many 
things parents can do to make that first 
day a little easier, Mrs. Zclcnka sold. A 
parent should see that his child develops 
independence and responsibility. The 
child also should be able to dress and 
take care of himself and get along with 
other children and adults. 


SOME CHILDREN with older brothers 


or sisters haven't had a chance to devel- 
op responsibility, Mrs. Zelenka said, be- 


cause it is easier for Mom to send the 
older children on errands. "Sometimes 
this youngest child just hasn't been 
called upon," she said. 


"A child can gain confidence from in- 


termingling with children his own age," 
Mrs. Zclcnka said, but parents also 
s h o u l d "encourage Interaction with 
adults, especially for businesslike rea- 
sons," such as running errands. "The as- 
signment of something resembling a 
chore or a task that would benefit the 
whole family" helps the child develop a 
"sense of accomplishment," she said. 


"The child who Is confident walking up 


and down the street talking to neighbors 
will feel confident going to school," sale 
Merle Nevcnhovcn, psychologist In Dlst 
59. 


A BASIC PROBLEM is a child's depend 


once on his mother, Nevcnhovcn said 
and it Is just as important to develop tin 
mother's confidence in the child as tin 
child's confidence in himself. 


"Most mothers feel very bad about los 


ing their babies at kindergarten time 
They get depressed about It," Nevenho 
vcn said. Last year In Dlst. 59 a mothei 
insisted on walking her child to kinder

CORDOVA WAS upset at tho reaction 


of village officials to the discount-solic- 
itation request, and said Tuesday the 
union wants only to "gracefully gel out 
of It as well as we can." After October, 
when the village assumes fire protection 


responsibility, the fire district's employ- 
es will work for the village. 


The request came in an Aug. 13 letter 


to Mrs. Haytcr which she said she had 


not previously revealed because she was 
"in a state of shock" over Its contents.

'Metro center' revenue to retire bonds 
Wood field 76 to 'pay its own way'

Revenue from Woodfleld 78 will bo 


used to repay the full amounts of any 
bonds issued by the village for public im- 
provements in Schaumburg's proposed 
"metro center." developer Marshall Ben- 
nett said Tuesday. 


In an Interview, Dennett said the cost 


of retiring water and scucr bonds Issued 
for the project wilt not be spread among 
all village water customers, despite lan- 
guage In the project's proposed pro- 
annexation agreement that Indicates It 
would be. 


The agreement says that "retirement 


of the water and sewer bonds Issued .. . 
will be from all revenues received by the 
village as connection fees, meter fees 
and service charges." 


Bennett sold the developers would be 


willing to have the agreement language 
changed to specify that the village's 
Woodflcld 76 water and sewer bonds will 
be paid off strictly from project revenues 
and not all water and sewer revenues. 


"We proposed their repayment from 


revenue from our project alone," said 
Bennett. He said It Is possible that a spe- 
cial assessment and not revenue bonds 
will bo the eventual method of financing 
the water and sewer Improvements. 


Bennett, who heads the "metro center" 


development team, said the entire array 
of public Improvements to be built by the 
village, Including the water and sewer 
system, parking facilities, public transit 
system, a "people mover" and sewage 


treatment facilities, if needed, would not 
cost local taxpayers anything. 


WOODFIELD 78 is planned on a 237- 


acre Golf Road site now occupied by the 
Midwest offices of Union Oil Company of 
California. The $250 million "metro cen- 
ter" would be developed on a IM-acre 
site at the cast end of the property near 
1-90. Completion Is planned over 20 years 
with development of the 133-acre west- 
erly portion of the land coming 20 years 
later. 


Along with Bennett, the development 


,team Includes the Prltzker family, own- 
ers of the Hyatt hotel chain and Union 
Oil. 


In addition to annexing the land, devel- 


opers are asking the village to use its 


bonding power to provide public im- 
provements. 


Issuance of revenue bonds will not en- 


cumber Schaumburg's bonding power In 
the area of general obligation bond Is- 
sues, Bennett said, citing an opinion 
from 
Goldman-Sachs, 
an 
investment 


securities firm. 


He also noted that bonds will not be 


issued by the village unless a feasibility 
study confirms predicted revenues from 
the public Improvements. 


Bennett said lie views a proposed an- 


nexation agreement as a "contract" with 
Schnumburg, though he stressed that the 
village is not being asked to join the de- 
velopment venture as a partner. 


HE SAID THAT administrative review 


of the project at the time of building per- 
mit application provides the village with 
adequate control. Additional hearings on 
new phases by the village boards and 
commissions are not needed, project 
backers have said. 


"We must be able to proceed as long 


as we arc operating within the confines 
of the agreement," he said. 


The development plan specifics max- 


imum square footages allowed in huge 
buildings planned for commercial, resi- 
dential, hotel and recreational use. 


During zoning board hearings, he 


agreed to a maximum building height of 
600 feet or SO stories but made it clear 
that he does not expect a number of "su- 
per tall" structures.

Schools help youngsters overcome the first-day jitters 


BKCKTO 
SCHOOL 


by KATHEIUNE BOYCE 


When school bolls ring this week, many 


children will bo going to school for the 
first tlmo — and most of them will bo 
afraid. 


It's a common problem, says Betty Zc- 


Icnka, school psychologist in Palatine- 
Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15. Many children 
arc afraid when they first come to 
school, she says. They can be afraid for 
any number of reasons and tho extent of 
their fears can range from a simple case 
of the jitters to a real phobia. 


It's usually not a serious problem but 


it Is ono that commands the attention of 


teachers and parents alike during tho 
first few days or weeks of school. Some 
children will cry or get angry. Others 
will withdraw and sit In a corner hoping 
they won't be noticed. And some will 
simply refuse to talk. 


"SCHOOL IS pretty threatening," soys 


Mcrlyn Swanson, school psychologist in 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59. "Adults get 
scared when they start a new job." 
Mrs. 


Zelcnka s«ys school Is one of the first 
places outside the homo where work is 
required. "Really, In a •way, going to 
school Is tho child's first job," she soys. 


"Every child has butterflies in tho 


stomach starting school," Swanson said. 
"I'd say it would be abnormal not to be 
afraid of school." 


Although most children are nervous 


when they start school, there are many 
things parents can do to make that first 
day a little easier, Mrs. Zclenka said. A 
parent should see that his child develops 
Independence and responsibility. The 
child also should be able to dress and 
take care of himself and get along with 
other children and adults. 


SOME CHILDREN with older brothers 


or sisters haven't had a chance to devel- 
op responsibility, Mrs. Zclenka said, be- 


cause It is easier for Mom to. send the 
older children on errands. "Sometimes 
this youngest child just hasn't been 
called upon," she said. 


"A child can gain confidence from in- 


termingling with children his own age," 
Mrs. 
Zclenka said, but parents also 


s h o u l d "encourage interaction with 
adults, especially for businesslike rea- 
sons," such as running errands. "The as- 
signment of something resembling a 
chore or a task that would benefit the 
whole family" helps the child develop a 
"sense of accomplishment," she sold. 


"The child who is confident walking up 


and down the street talking to neighbors 
will feel confident going to school," said 
Merle Ncvcnhovcn, psychologist In Dist. 
59. 


A BASIC PIIORLEM is a child's depend- 


ence on his mother, Nevenhovcn said, 
and it is just as important to develop the 
mother's confidence In the child as the 
child's confidence in himself. 


"Most mothers feel very bad about los- 


ing their babies at kindergarten time. 
They get depressed about It," Nevenho- 
vcn said. Last year In Dist. 59 a mother 
insisted on walking her child to kinder-

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Central fire 
costs $10,000; 
arson cause

Damage has been placed at $10,000 In 


Tuesday's (Ire inside the former Central 
School building In downtown Mount Pros- 
pect. Tho building, which has been va- 
cant since August 1970, was uninsured, 
said one of (ho building owners. 


Two simultaneous fires were dis- 


covered by a police patrol at 4:14 a.m. in 
different ends of the two-story building, 
located at the southeast corner of Central 
Road and Main Street. The major fire 
was found in the stage areas of the gym- 
nasium while a smaller fire was dis- 
covered first In a classroom at the east 
end of the building. 


Fire department and notice officiiils 


arc convinced the (ires were the work of 
arsonists, because traces of an accelerant 
were found. Officials said It smelted sim- 
ilar to cither kerosene or fuel oil. Sam- 
ples have been sent to laboratories for 
study. Police said the building's cast 
door had been forced open. 


The classroom fire had almost burned 


Itself out because of lack of nearby com- 
bustible materials, firemen said. It did 
burn through the floor, however. Patrol- 
man Warren Fischer, who discovered the 
fires, said In his report that the class- 
room fire was started In a bunch of rags. 


TIIK LARGER FIRE destroyed nearly 


half the stage in tho gym and severely 
damaged the remainder of the stage and 
nearby area. Firemen estimate the fire 
got as hot as 1,500 degrees In the gym 
and tho heat mark on the far gym walls 
had Bottfti as low as some 24 feet above 
the floor. (This is an indication of the 
lira's Intensity as the heated air fills the 
top of a room first and then is forced 
toward the floor.) 


Some 43 firemen from five depart- 


ments battled the fire for more than two 
hours before the blaze was under control 
at about 6:30 a.m. Fire Lt. Stuart 
McKlllop, who was in charge at the fire 
scene, called a second alarm about 10 
minutes after the Initial firemen reached 
the scene because more men were 
needed to break open boarded-up win- 
dows and because of the Intense heat. 
Many of the building's windows had been 
boarded up because of previous acts of 
vandalism. 


McKlllop was one of two Mount Pros- 


pect firemen who received minor Injuries 
during the fire. He was cut on tho left 
palm, and Arthur Bocschc was adminis- 
tered oxygen for smoke inhalation. 
Bocschc returned to duty shortly after- 
wards. 


Alexander Magnus, who has been iden- 


tified as one of a group who own the 
Central School property In a land trust, 
said Tuesday the building was uninsured. 
He added that no decision has been made 
whether the building will be boarded up. 
Magnus said he has not yet talked with 
his attorney nor "a number of people" 
he had to contact. 


THE FIHK deportment report placed 


the value of the building at $400,000. The 
owning land trust bought the building 
and land for approximately $410,000 after 
an auction. A recent-appraisal of the prop- 
erty obtained by the Village of Mount 
Prospect placed tho value at $625,000. 
The village started condemnation pro- 
ceedings to obtain the site for a new pub- 
lic library building. 


Fire departments at the scene were 


Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights, DCS 
Plnlncs, Prospect Heights and Wheeling. 
Elk Grove Village firemen stood by at 
the Mount Prospect fire station head- 
quarters.

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FIRE EARLY TUESDAY destroyed a section of the stage 
in tho gym area of tho vacant Central School building in 
downtown Mount Prospect.

classroom at the opposite end of the building. Total 
damage is estimated at $10,000 in the 4:13 a.m. fire. 


Tivo inen rob 
motel clerk, 
resident 


T\vo men, one armed with a pistol, 


robbed a clerk at the Windigo Motel in 
Mount Prospect of $36.55, after tying up 
the clerk and a motel resident early 
Tuesday. 


Mount Prospect police, who said no 


one was hurt in the 2 a.m. incident, are 
searching for the two robbers, who also 
stole $15 from the motel resident's wallet. 


Being sought is a white man between 


the ages of 20 and 25, 5 feet 7-inches to 5 
feet 9 inches tall, 160 to 170 pounds, me- 
dium build and shoulder-length strawbei- 
ry blond hair (which may have been a 
wig). This man was wearing a white 
sweatshirt, which he pulled up over his 
nose and eyes during the robbery, old 
jeans and wire-rim sunglasses with 
green lenses.

Represents 21.2% hike in village tax share 
Taxes may rise 16.6 cents per $100 


Mount Prospect taxpayers face an esti- 


mated increase of 16.6 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation on the village portion of 
their 1975 tax; bills. 


Finance Director Richard L. Jesse 


Tuesday night told the village board, 
meeting informally as a committee of 
the whole, that next year's village tax 
rate will likely rise from the current 
78.10 cents per $100 assessed valuation to 
04.69 cents. 


Tho Increase represents'n jump of 21.2 


per cent In the village portion of the 
overall tax bill. The village accounts for 
alxnit 10 per cent of the local tax bill. 


Trustee Kenneth V. Scholten, chairman 


of the finance committee, commented, "I 
know It's not popular with tho state of the 
economy and everything else, but I don't 
sec what choice we have." 


Jesse offered the board two options: 


One, setting n garbage rate of 20.63 
cents; and the other, retaining the 
present garbage* rate of 20,77 cents. Tho 
higher amount — the one the board opted 
for — takes into account an Increase In 
garbage rates due to a contract settle- 
ment with scavenger employes last fall. 


THE INCREASE in tho garbage levy 


accounts for 47 per cent of the overall 
increased levy. Oilier increases: pension 


funds, 29 per cent; library, 13 per cent; 
and bond and Interest, 11 per cent. 


Mayor Robert D. Teichert noted that 


the garbage and the street and bridge 
levies were the only funds over which the 
village could exercise control, because 
the police and firemen's pension funds, 
as well as the Illinois Municipal Retire- 
ment Fund levies are set by the state; 
the bond and interest levy Is determined 
by outstanding bonds; and the library 
levy is handled by the library board. 


"Common sense would tell me the 


taxes would have to go up," Teichert 
said after the meeting. "Obviously, we're 
suffering as much as anyone. It's costing 
us 10 to 15 per cent more in order to 
render the same services as before." 


The anticipated higher tax rate docs 


not Include a $3.2 million bond issue 
being considered by the village board for 
a new library. It would tack on an addi- 
tional 16 cents to the tax rate, if adopted 
by the board. 


THE BOARD IS expected to formalize 


the 1974 tax levy at its regular meeting 
Tuesday night. The levy totals $2,007,364," 
some $417,848 over the 1973 levy, based 
on an anticipated assessed valuation of 
$211,659,907. This year's assessed valu- 
ation is $203,523,495. 
: 


The funds raised through property' 


taxes constitute only a portion of the vil- 
lage's income. Funds also are derived, 
from sales tax, motor fuel taxes, fees 
and federal revenue sharing.

Marshall Bennett, the dreamer, sculp- 


tor — or exploiter — of the massive 
Woodtleld 78 project proposed for land 
ncnr Woodfiold Shopping Center, said 
Tuesday his plan will pay for Itself and 
the residents of Schaumburg and the 
Northwest suburbs will not have to help 
pick up the $230 million tab with tax dol- 
lars. 


Bennett put his plan for the project In 


terms not only of the boom In the sub- 
urbs but of the future of urban America 
during an interview In Herald offices 
Tuesday. 


The $2M million "metro center" pro- 


posed for the Union 78 property near 
Woodfield Is part of what Bennett sees as 


the Inevitability of the suburbs to sustain 
high quality entertainment and service 
facilities — and to demand entertain- 
ment facilities in preference to those in 
the Loop. 


THE DEVELOPER said that his stud- 


ies — and those of urban planners — con- 
clude that the Northwest suburbs arc the 
most "uncntcrtalned and undcrscrviccd" 
area of their size and wealth In the coun- 
try. 


Further, he concludes that while the 


center of Chicago will retain its business 
Influcno" for some time, the core city 
has not and will not attract suburbanites 
as a place to be entertained or to shop. 
"The very nature of the suburbs arc 


changing," Bennett said. The suburbs 
arc becoming more urban in the fact 
that more and more people work near 
where they live, and the fact that chang- 
ing family patterns give diversity to the 
suburbs. 


Bennett said that the Northwest subur- 


ban area is a region with common prob- 
lems and perhaps common solutions. He 
said that although each community gov- 
erns itself with varying degrees of effi- 
ciency, the common marketing and so- 
cial aspects of the suburbs both bind 
them together and make them unique. 


"AMERICA IS developing along corri- 


dors," he said. These corridors used to 
be the railroad lines and the rivers but 
arc now the superhighways which link 


the Northwest suburbs to the whole met- 
ropolitan hub," The Intersection of Rtc. 
S3 and the Northwest Tollway is such a 
focal point for future development that 
the area cannot help but become a cen- 
tral region for a powerful corridor of 
population and commerce extending 
from O'Horc to Elgin. 


In saying so, Bennett also justifies his 


own plans for Woodfield 76, but his views 
coincide with views of urban planners 
such as Pierre doVlse who says the en- 
tire future of Chicago lies Northwest of 
the city. 


"Even without O'Hare," Bennett said, 


"this area would grow, but add to it the 
busiest airport in the world and the pic- 
ture is complete."

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Custodian firing a 'union buster'?

The firing of a union-steward custodian 


In Prospect Heights Dist. 23 has been la- 
beled by representatives of the union lo- 
cal as "an obvious union-busting action." 


Local 11 of the Service Employes 


Union of the AFL-CIO, which represents 
Oist. 23 custodians in contract negotia- 
tions with the board of education, made 
the charge after union steward Matt Klo- 
slnski was fired Friday. 


In a prepared statement, the union 


said Klosinski was fired by James Hen- 
drcn, district business manager, the day 
after the custodian was called away from 
work at Eisenhower School due to an 
emergency at home. 


THE UNION FURTHER charged the 


firing was an attempt to destroy custo- 
dial union activity In the district while 
negotiations for a salary and contract 
settlement arc continuing. 


Hcndrcn denied the charge Tuesday 


calling the union statement "a cheap 
shot which is totally untrue." 


Hcndrcn confirmed the firing of Klo- 


sinski, a custodian with the district for 
four years, but denied that his union ac- 
tivity had anything to do with the mat- 
ter.

When school bolls ring this week, many 


children will bo going to school for tlio 
first time — and most of thorn will bo 
afraid. 


It's a common problem, says Betty Zc- 


Icnka, school psychologist In Palatine- 
Rolling Meadows Dlst. IS. Many children 
arc afraid when they first come to 
school, she says. They can be afraid for 
any number of reasons and the extent of 


t their fears can range from a simple case 


of the jitters to a real phobia. 


It's usually not a serious problem but 


It Is one that commands the attention of 


teachers and parents alike during the 
first few days or weeks of school. Some 
children will cry or get angry. Others 
will withdraw and sit in a corner hoping 
they won't be noticed.. And some will 
simply refuse to talk. 


"SCHOOL, IS pretty threatening," says 


Mcrlyn Swonson, school psychologist In 
Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59. "Adults get 
scared when they start a new job." Mrs. 
Zelenka says school is one of the first 
places outside the homo where work is 
required. "Really, in a way, going to 
school Is tho child's first job," she says. 


"Every child has butterflies In the 


stomach starting school," Swanson said. 
"I'd say it would be abnormal not to be 
afraid of school." 


Although most children aro nervous 


when they start school, there are many 
things parents can do to make that first 
day a little easier, Mrs. Zelenka said. A 
parent should see that his child develops 
independence and responsibility. The 
child also should bo able to dress and 
take care of himself and get along with 
other children and adults. 


SOME CHILDREN with older brothers 


or sisters haven't had a chance to devel- 
op responsibility, Mrs. Zelenka said, be- 


cause it Is caster for Mom to send the 
older children on errands. "Sometimes 
this youngest child just hasn't been 
called upon," sho said. 


"A child can gain confidence from in- 


termingling with children his own age," 
Mrs. Zelenka said, but parents also 
s h o u l d "encourage interaction with 
adults, especially for businesslike rea- 
sons," such as running errands. "The as- 
signment of something resembling a 
chore or a task that would benefit the 
whole family" helps the child develop a 
"sense of accomplishment," she said. 


"The child who is confident walking up 


and down the street talking to neighbors 
will feel confident going to school," said 
Merle Nevonhoven, psychologist in Dist, 
59. 


A BASIC PROBLEM is a child's depend- 


ence on his mother, Nevenhoven said, 
and it is just as important to develop the 
mother's confidence in the child as the 
child's confidence in himself. 


"Most mothers feel very bad about los- 


ing their babies at kindergarten time. 
They get depressed about it," Nevenho- 
ven said.

The vertical 
merger could be either absorption by the 
village or cooperation on "a broader 
base with perhaps formal agreements." 


Woods said, "Very frankly that possi- 


bility (absorption by the village) was dis- 
cussed a decade ago ... It's always been 
recognized that single-purpose govern- 
ment units have not fared well." 


The committee will also be calling 


upon representatives of neighboring dis- 
tricts "to ask them how do others work 
out their problems," he said.

The first scheduled committee meeting
